Gay Attorney Charged with 
‘Shocking’ Offenses to PWA

A gay San Francisco attorney 
is the subject of a complaint 
that charges him with a conflict 
of interest in the matter of a liv¬ 
ing trust he established for a 
person with AIDS, to care for 


the man’s dependent lover - 
and then helped to break. 

“I haven’t seen the complaint. I’m 
not aware of it,” said attorney Gerald 
Witherspoon. 

The complaint against Witherspoon 
was filed with the California State Bar 
on December 13 by Billy Howard Jones, 


Jr., the conservator for the estate of the 
late Mark Wilson, who died in October. 

Jones has also sued the trustee in 
Superior Court for cause of action that 
includes fraud and fiduciary abuse of a 
dependent adult.

Supes Outlaw 
Discrimination 
Against 
Transgenders

The San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors unanimously passed 
landmark legislation on Monday, 
December 12 that outlaws discrim¬ 
ination against transgendered peo¬ 
ple in San Francisco. 

The law amends Article 33 of the Police 
Code by adding gender identity to the pro¬ 
tected classes in the Human Rights 
Ordinance. The measure will prevent dis¬ 
crimination in employment, public accom¬ 
modations, educational institutions, and 
housing, as well as in city contracts for ser¬ 
vices. 

“This is a proud day to be a San 
Franciscan,” said Supervisor Terence 
Hallinan, who sponsored the measure. 
“We’ve made history here and shown that 
discrimination of any kind has no place in 
our society.” 

The legislation follows extensive testimo¬ 
ny by transgendered people and human ser¬ 
vices providers at a May 1994 hearing, 
arranged by the Human Rights Commission’s 
Transgender Task Force, and a hearing last 
week before the board’s Government 
Efficiency and Labor Committee. 

According to HRC Discrimination 
Representative Cynthia Goldstein, the “great 
piece of legislation” bans discrimination 
against transgenders throughout city govern¬ 
ment and in the private sector, and will also 
facilitate education about the needs and 
rights of a much-maligned minority group. 

The ordinance allows the HRC to investi¬ 
gate, mediate, and issue findings about dis¬ 
crimination against sexual, racial and other 
minorities in San Francisco. ▼ 



D.A. Reverses Objections to

It appears like¬ 
ly that Cynthia-Ann 
Greene will be able to 
spend this Christmas 
at home with her fam¬ 
ily before she dies of 
AIDS. Orders from 
San Francisco District 
Attorney Arlo Smith 
are pending, to re¬ 
verse any lingering 
objections by his staff 
to the dying former 
armed robber’s com¬ 
passionate release 
from Chowchilla pri¬ 
son. 

ACT UP San Francisco 
has supported Greene’s fam¬ 


ily’s request to let her spend 
her final days at home with 
them in Hunter’s Point. 
Although she was originally 
incarcerated on armed rob¬ 
bery charges, Greene is now 
in the hospital, and family 
members and ACT UP sup¬ 
porters say she is complete¬ 
ly weakened and defense¬ 
less and poses no threat to 
the community. 

California Department of 
Corrections Director James 
Gomez signed a long-await¬ 
ed compassionate release 
recommendation on her 
behalf last Friday, 
December 9, but final 
approval depended on a 
December 13 ruling by 
Superior Court Judge Ina 
Levin Gyemant.

Joycelyn Elders Fired Over 
Masturbation Statements

Bill Clinton fired his 
surgeon general, Joycelyn 
Elders, on December 9, 
ostensibly for speaking posi¬ 
tively of masturbation as a 
component of sex education 
in schools. 


“Dr. Elders’s public statements 
reflecting differences with adminis¬ 
tration policy and my own convic¬ 
tions have made it necessary for her 
to tender her resignation,” read the 
official statement of the president. 

Elders had drawn much criticism 
from social conservatives: firing her 
did little to placate them. “The

Concord Murder Shocks Bay Area

The brutal strangulation of a Concord woman, 
described as a devout Catholic Filipino who loved 
dogs and romantic waterfront walks with her 
Navy officer husband, took a bizarre turn this 
week with the revelation that victim Terrie 
Tolentino - who went by the name Terrie Ladwig 
- was really a man. 

Concord police also announced that they have 
interviewed more than a dozen of Ladwig’s sex 
partners and acquaintances in an attempt to find 
her killer. 

Tolentino, bom Larry Earl Johnson, was found 
in the bedroom of the couple’s Concord home by 
her husband, Naval Petty Officer Steven Ladwig, 
December 2. 

Police refused to discuss details of the homi¬ 
cide but say that there was no indication of sexual 
assault. 

Ladwig returned home to the Sunset Pines 
Apartments on Adelaide Street, on leave from 
assignment with the Navy Submarine Corps in 
Bangor, Washington, where he is permanently sta¬ 
tioned. 

According to Concord police spokesman 
Officer Joe Kreins, the Naval officer is not a sus¬ 
pect in his wife’s homicide. 

“Petty Officer Ladwig has suffered a serious 
loss. The Navy respects that, and has attempted to 
help him get through that loss at this point. We 
have not begun an investigation at this time. We 
are attempting to help him get through this 


tragedy,” a Navy spokeswoman said. 

However, according to Commander Barbara 
Burns of Submarine Group 5, when Ladwig 
returns to duty after his emergency leave, the 
Navy will commence investigating whether he 
violated Department of Defense regulations pro¬ 
hibiting same-sex marriages or relationships. 

Ladwig is not saying he is gay, according to 
news reports, and in interviews has said that his 
partner was a pre-op transsexual and that the cou¬ 
ple “did not really have a sexual relationship,” but 
were basically companions. 

The couple was married in Reno last summer, 
and Tolentino reportedly planned to relocate near¬ 
er the Washington base where her partner was sta¬ 
tioned. 

The murder victim worked as a certified 
nurse’s aide in Contra Costa hospitals and was last 
seen alive on December 1, according to police. 

Tolentino was “extremely popular,” police say, 
but had recently told her partner that she was wor¬ 
ried because of “some problems with some peo¬ 
ple.” Police said the victim had complained to her 
partner shortly before she was found dead that 
someone had tried to break down the apartment 
door. 

According to news reports, the victim had 
planned to undergo sexual reassignment surgery 
eventually. T

Pelosi, Boxer Fight To Save Gay 
Man from Salvador Death Squads

An El Salvadoran AIDS out¬ 
reach worker who was threat¬ 
ened by a death squad for dis¬ 
tributing condoms and provid¬ 
ing other AIDS outreach has 
gone into hiding as he waits to 
see if he can escape to the 
United States. 

Wilfredo Valencia-Palacios, a 
co-director of the Oscar Romero 
AIDS Project, was threatened 
twice in November, according to 
San Franciscan Matt Wettlaufer, 
the director of the group. 

Wettlaufer told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Valencia-Palacios 
was conducting outreach with 
male prostiututes in the Public 
Market area of the capital city 
of San Salvador when he was 
followed for several minutes by 
a black Nissan with tinted win¬ 
dows. Three men leapt from the 
car, grabbed him by the neck, 
and demanded to know what he 
was doing in the area. 

“They said that they were 
going to clean up the city, and if 
AIDS didn’t kill the faggots, 
they would,” Wettlaufer said. 

The attackers pulled a gun

on Valencia-Palacios, but he 
managed to struggle free. Two 
of the assailants later confront¬ 
ed him two blocks from his 
home and told him he had a 
month to stop his work and get 
out of the country or be killed. 

After Mexico denied his 
request for a visa and the U.S. 
Embassy said there was nothing 


it could do on Valencia- 
Palacios’s behalf, Wettlaufer and 
other activists enlisted the assis¬ 
tance of Senator Barbara Boxer 
and Congresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi. The lawmakers are now 
trying to get the activist a tourist 
visa to the United States. 

“Both have written letters to 
the U.S. Embassy. We are 
awaiting a reply,” Wettlaufer 
said. 

The Oscar Romero AIDS 
Project has been working in El 
Salvador since April 1993. The 
group’s primary work is with 
communities that have the least 
access to AIDS information and 
include impoverished shanty¬ 
town residents, prostitutes, 
transvestites, and others. 

An estimated 700 people 
have been diagnosed with AIDS 
in the Central American coun¬ 
try. ▼

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Sebring Recants Gabbert Allegations 


Carefully Worded 
Statement Springs 
Suspect from Jail

Stalking suspect Sean 
Sebring made a surprise plea of 
guilty on Friday, December 9 to 
a single misdemeanor count of 
making a threatening phone call 
to multimillionaire media 
mogul James Gabbert. 

Sebring, 25, was sentenced 
to time served and three years’ 
probation in the negotiated dis¬ 
position. Felony extortion 
charges were dropped by the 
District Attorney’s office. 

Sebring was arrested on 
October 5 by San Francisco 
authorities and held on $1 mil¬ 
lion bail for threatening to kill 
and attempting to extort $10 
million from Gabbert. 

Sebring was arrested shortly 
after psychologist Davis 
Mannino notified authorities 
that the 25-year-old former 
Marine had threatened to kill 
Gabbert in his presence, while 
the young man was being held 
in a psychiatric facility by men¬ 
tal health authorities. 

Sebring had earlier attempt¬ 
ed to purchase a handgun in vio¬ 
lation of a restraining order 
sought by Gabbert. 

Sebring had initially pleaded 
not guilty to the charges and 
alleged that while he was 
aboard Gabbert’s Sausalito- 
based yacht Defiance last 
August 15, Gabbert gave him a 
bottle of beer laced with the 
psychedelic drug Ecstasy and 
then sexually assaulted him. 

Sebring claimed that while he 
in was in a drugged and unresist¬ 
ing state Gabbert unzipped his 
pants, pulled out his penis, and 
attempted to orally copulate him. 

Sebring told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he pushed Gabbert 
away and then ran from the 
yacht, and that he never threat¬ 
ened Gabbert except with legal 
action. 

Sebring admitted himself to 
a psychiatric hospital shortly 
after the incident, still claiming 
that Gabbert had drugged and 
raped him. 

However, in a very carefully 
worded statement read into the 
court record at the time of his 
plea of guilty, Sebring said he 
was sorry that the incident ever 
occurred and that he wanted to 
end the matter. 

In his statement, Sebring 
retracted claims that he was 
raped by Gabbert. 

“I have stated that I was 
raped. I was not. I have stated 
that I was drugged by him. I 
have no proof that I was. I have 
no plans to contact James 
Gabbert again, either directly or 
indirectly,” Sebring said in the 
statement. 

A court-appointed psychia¬ 
trist ruled that Sebring posed no 
danger in his present mental 
state to Gabbert or others. 

“Both Mr. Gabbert and my 
client have said and done things 
that they have regretted. My 
client has pleaded guilty to mak¬ 
ing a threatening phone call. I 
think that this is a satisfactory 
resolution for both Mr. Gabbert 
and Mr. Sebring,” said John 
Runfolo, Sebring’s attorney. 

“The incident is fair to all 
parties involved,” said Assistant 
District Attorney Chuck Haines. 


“Mr. Sebring is going to be 
supervised through the adult pro¬ 
bation office, and if he violates any 
conditions of that probation he will 
be back in jail,” Haines said. 

Gabbert told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the incident closes 
a tumultuous chapter in his life. 

“I’m satisfied. I just hope that 
he can get on with his life and 
that he abides by the conditions 
of his probation and receives 
psychiatric counseling,” Gabbert 
said about Sebring. 

Gabbert initially claimed to 
reporters that he met Sebring at 
a KOFY television audition for 
extras, and denied that he ever 
invited Sebring aboard his yacht. 

Gabbert later admitted those 
statements were untrue and that he 
had met the young man at a 
Guemeville gay bar, had socialized 
with him several times, and had 
taken Sebring and a friend on a trip 
to Oregon in his private plane. 

Gabbert said that he lied to 
reporters because he was afraid 
the public would discover that 
he is a homosexual. ▼

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A.C. AIDS Office Top-Heavy, 
Says Planning Council Member 


Claims 20 
Percent Goes 
To Overhead, 
Administration

Ryan White I funds that 
should be providing patient ser¬ 
vices in Alameda County are 
instead paying for high adminis¬ 
tration costs of the program 
managed by the County Office 
of AIDS Services, according to 
planning council member 
Joseph DiMilia. 

DiMilia, a healthcare educa¬ 
tor with Kaiser Permanente, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that hun¬ 
dreds of people with HIV and 
AIDS are being cheated out of 
Ryan White funds, while nearly 
20 percent of the total $440 mil¬ 
lion federal grant is being 
squandered on administrative 
and management costs. A 
spending cap of ten percent 
belongs on administrative fees 
billed to the Ryan White pro¬ 
gram, an amount set by other 
cities with a comparably sized 
AIDS caseload, he said. 

DiMilia served last year as 


the vice-chair of the Ryan White 
I planning council, an advisory 
board in existence since 1990. It 
includes 13 members from 
Alameda County, two from 
Berkeley, and the balance from 
Contra Costa County. 

“We have done comprehen¬ 
sive needs assessments for each 
of the services, and for every 
service there are hundreds and 
hundreds of people not being 
served,” DiMilia told the B.A.R. 
“The need is great.” There are 
26 specific categories in the 
Ryan White I program, all going 
to help people from the time 
they get tested to the time they 
may pass away: medical care, 
emergency assistance, housing, 
home care, hospice, and nutri¬ 
tion. 

San Francisco spends seven 
percent on administration and 
management services, which 
DiMilia admitted is not an even 
match since the city receives a 
substantially higher Ryan White 
I chunk of federal dollars. But 
Alameda County’s spending is 
still excessive when compared 
to the city of Baltimore, whose 
AIDS patient caseload is about 
the same. Baltimore puts a 
spending cap of ten percent on 
administration and management 
of the Ryan White I program, 
said DiMilia. 

DiMilia said he understands 
that Alameda County’s budget 


shortfalls affect the AIDS 
office’s situation. “I think 
they’re doing it because they 
don’t get enough of a staffing 
budget from the county to do the 
kinds of things they need to do,” 
he said. “Unfortunately, what 
has been earmarked for emer¬ 
gency funds for people living 
with AIDS is being used to beef 
up their bureaucracy. The 
money we allocate for adminis¬ 
tration is money we are not able 
to put into direct services.” 

DiMilia realizes that he is 
definitely in the minority among 
planning council members, who 
back the County Office of AIDS 
Services. “They just side with 
the AIDS Office and believe that 
they need this money in order to 
adequately run the programs,” 
he said. 

This may be the case, he said, 
but it conflicts with the intent of 
Ryan White. He and others in 
the minority on the planning 
council have approached the 
grant program’s governing body 
in Washington, D.C., the Human 
Resource Services Administra¬ 
tion. But their concerns have so 
far been greeted with a reminder 
that the grant is run with a 
hands-off approach from 
Washington officials. 

DiMilia said the topic is 
expected to come up again at 
this week’s meeting of the plan¬ 
ning council in Oakland. ▼

Have you read anything good lately? If you have, and you either live 
in Napa Valley or frequently visit there, you might be interested in a new 
gay discussion group for people who like to read. 

Cameron Chandler is a name that sounds as it should belong to a nov¬ 
elist of the hard-boiled variety. But in actuality, Cameron Chandler is a 
dedicated reader of some 25 or 30 books a year who is spearheading the 
new discussion group’s formation. 

Chandler lives in Napa and works in Sonoma, and calls himself “the 
de facto dictator” of the loosely organized Napa Valley Men’s Network, 
which publishes the monthly newsletter JUICE From Our Bunch. 

The NVMN, a social organization of gay and bisexual men over 18, 
has been in existence for three years and now has roughly 130 active 
members. The majority live in Napa County, but about 30 live in Sonoma 
County, 12 live in San Francisco, and about half a dozen live around 
Sacramento. 

The network meets for potluck dinners on the second Sunday of every 
month and for additional events as scheduled. 

In the December issue of JUICE, Chandler announced that he and 
Chad LeJeune of the network are now “forming a group of guys to read 
some books together as a regular discussion group.” 

They’re making plans for a January start. 

“Generations ago, such a group was called a salon, and they were quite 
fashionable in the Paris of George Sand’s day. Of course, calling it a salon 
presumes we will have something meatier to discuss than the National 
Enquirer cover story,” Chandler wrote. 

“We promise to serve tea and petit fours. We will even be sure to com¬ 
pliment you on your new millinery. It will be just like Monday Night 
Football, except the conversations will have some substance.” 

In a subsequent interview with the Bay Area Reporter , Chandler, 47, 
joked that the group might be “versatile enough to allow for reading in bed.” 

The Napa Valley Men’s Network tends to appeal mostly to men in the 
30 to 60 age bracket. But it is a diverse age group, with some older and 
some younger than that. “Younger guys tend to gravitate to the city,” said 
Chandler, who is 47, and “we’re pretty well settled.” 

Chandler suggests the “single best idea for a book to curl up with this 
winter: A Cry to Heaven by Anne Rice. This book is not well known. It is 
a story of action and adventure set in Renaissance Florence. It involves 
the music world (opera queens take note). It also happens to have the 
heaviest overtone of homoeroticism of any of Ms. Rice’s oeuvre.

SF Top Cops Strip Castro 
Patrol Specials of Status

On November 30 the San 
Francisco Police Commission 
sharply curtailed the authority 
of San Francisco Patrol 
Special Police officers, the 
uniformed special officers who 
patrol the Castro and other 
beats in the city, by stripping 
them of their peace officer sta¬ 
tus. Two days later, a Superior 
Court judge stayed the order 
from taking effect until 
January 1. 

The 4-0 Police Commis¬ 
sion ruling divests the patrol 
special members of the power 
to arrest citizens for probable 
cause and eliminates city 
insurance for the officers, 
requiring them to post insur¬ 
ance bonds. 

If the injunction against the 
commission is not made per¬ 
manent, according to Castro 
area patrol special officer A1 
Stancombe, patrol special offi¬ 
cers working the Castro and 
elsewhere will no longer pro¬ 
vide the private police services 
and will sue the city. 

“Without the ability to 
arrest and detain without war¬ 
rants and other Police Officer 
Standard Training guidelines 
such as the protection of life 
and property, we will be secu¬ 
rity guards, not cops,” 
Stancombe said. 


The commission did allow 
the officers to remain armed. 

Stancombe told the Bay 
Area Reporter that previous 
rulings by the city attorney’s 
office ratify the officers’ peace 
officer status, and said that tak¬ 
ing away the arrest powers and 
making other changes creates 
an adverse economic impact 
by making their services 
worthless to merchants, their 
contract partners. 

But SFPD Field Operations 
Lieutenant Don Carlson told 
the B.A.R. that although the 
patrol specials will lose their 
peace officer status under the 
revisions, they will still have 
the power to arrest people - as 
citizens instead of peace offi¬ 
cers. 

Carlson said that any citi¬ 
zen has the right to arrest 
someone for crimes committed 
in their presence, or as long as 
a witness or victim provides a 
description of what happened 
such that a reasonable person 
would believe, based on the 
evidence, that there is probable 
cause that a crime has been 
committed. 

Patrol specials will lose 
their access to computerized 
state criminal identification 
and information, including 
data about outstanding war¬ 
rants of suspects, Carlson said. 

They will retain radio 


access to SFPD communica¬ 
tions, however, and will be 
able to communicate with 
police officers and to request 
patrol assistance, Carlson 
said. 

Until the Police Commis¬ 
sion action stripped the offi¬ 
cers of their status, the officers 
were considered law enforce¬ 
ment officers but were paid by 
merchants for services in 
approximately 65 beats 
throughout the city. 

Excessive force 
allegations probed 

In other patrol special news, 
SFPD Management Control 
Lieutenant William Davenport 
confirmed that citizen com¬ 
plaints regarding an arrest of a 
robbery suspect by Stancombe 
in October are under active 
investigation. 

Although Davenport de¬ 
clined to discuss the details of 
the investigation, complainants 
allege that Stancombe used 
unreasonable and unautho¬ 
rized force when he kicked the 
suspect in the torso and struck 
him twice in the face after the 
suspect was cornered follow¬ 
ing a chase. 

Stancombe said witnesses 
did not see the entire incident 
and that he did not use unau¬ 
thorized force against the sus¬ 
pect. T

Let’s Talk About Masturbation! 


T he departure of Surgeon General Joycelyn Elders signals 
more than “Clinton’s new turn to the right,” as the 
Examiner put it. Clinton’s big thumbs-down to thumbs 
down there actually signals a flight from the truth into a 
dark closet where nobody can see the big bad monster of 
sex. And that, obviously, signals doom for this country’s 
AIDS education policies. 

Now we know the rules: in this administration you can 
be fired for answering a question - not asking questions, 
mind you, but answering them. That must be what Clinton 
means when he speaks of being a “new Democrat.” It’s the 
kind of Democrat who wants what the right wing wants: 
as Patricia Ireland of NOW described it, “sex education 
without sex.” In return, we would like to give to Clinton 
this Christmas exactly what he seems to want to give the 
rest of the country: a doctor who doesn’t tell the truth. 

Obviously he wouldn’t stand for such a doctor if it were 
his life and health at stake. Nor would that be good enough 
(one assumes) for his child. But honesty is apparently too 
rich a luxury for the rest of us; we’re supposed to make do 
with less than the truth. 

What’s been ignored throughout the ruckus is that, yes, 
by all means, masturbation should be taught in school. 

Despite the horror expressed by the anti-sex forces, it’s 
clear that Elders didn’t let any great secret slip. It isn’t as 
though we’ve kept kids from masturbating by keeping it a 
secret. It might as well be spoken of, so they know it’s 


something everyone does - probably the reason the right 
wing wants it hushed up - and that it won’t really make 
you go as blind as a parish priest. And now that we live in 
the time of this epidemic there is another excellent reason 
to talk about the subject to the next generation: condoms. 

Masturbating while wearing a condom is an excellent 
way for men and boys to get used to the way they feel, fit, 
and behave. We feel sick when we think that some of the 
kids who, are whacking off now - yes, right now - will 
someday lose their lives because they didn’t use condoms 
because they didn’t like the feeling. That could be pre¬ 
vented, but not by pretending masturbation doesn’t exist. 

The suggestion of masturbating with condoms is also a 
good idea for older guys, too. It’s good for you and fun, 
too. We think everyone who has a penis should try it until 
they love it. (David Byrne, formerly of Talking Heads, has 
said he thinks sex feels better with a condom. We intend 
to keep practicing until we find out how to do that.) 

It was the San Francisco AIDS Foundation that made 
the above suggestion about condoms and masturbation, in 
a pamphlet it produced for young men last year. We have 
long derided SFAF for spending way too much money 
with too few results - and we mean it - but that advice is 
so terrific it justifies some of the gargantuan organization’s 
existence. 

Now, if you’ll excuse us, we have practicing to do.T

The Mayor of Shattuck Avenue

en years ago this week, Jeff Leiter was packing his bags for 
a one-week cruise down the California Coast with his lover 
and two other male couples. After that, he 
traveled northeast to his mother’s home in 
Grass Valley for Christmas. 

Things have certainly changed since 
then. This week, Leiter finishes his term 
as the first openly gay mayor in the Bay 
Area, and will be moving his things out 
of his office to set sail on new profes¬ 
sional horizons. 

When Leiter celebrated the holidays in 
1984, the first person he knew who would 
die of AIDS was still alive, but in failing 
health. “They didn’t even know he had 
AIDS. They were having trouble diagnos¬ 
ing it in 1984,” recalls Leiter. 

A fellow cruise passenger was Dr. 

Larry Abramson, an early AIDS doctor 
who has since retired. The talk on the 
cruise was a lot like it was on land, Leiter 
says: safe sex was openly discussed but 
testing wasn’t something everyone was willing to do. 
“People were beginning to be concerned, but very few peo¬ 
ple I think had been tested, and a lot of people were afraid 
to be tested.” Three out of the six holiday cruise revelers 
have since contracted HIV, says Leiter. 

By 1984 Leiter had been donating his time and money to 


a number of causes for about five years, and had already 
come out of the closet as a 21-year-old University of Oregon 
student, when he attended his first fundrais¬ 
er for a gay political organization, the East 
Bay Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club. He 
eventually became the club’s president. 

Leiter says he has never envisioned 
himself as an elected official - then or 
now, even after he was appointed to the 
post by outgoing mayor Lonnie Hancock 
in 1993. Once he has retired from the 
public spotlight this week Leiter says he 
will be content to raise funds and volun¬ 
teer for a number of non-profits, just as he 
did a decade ago, and to run the family 
business. Now that his term is over he will 
return to working behind the scenes to 
advance the rights of gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple, and in various anti-poverty programs. 
One of these is the Berkeley Community 
Fund, which he founded. 

Other Political Strides 

This week six years ago in 1988, lesbian Judy Abdo 
was finishing her first month on the job as a Santa Monica, 
California city councilwoman. 

This week in 1983, Lee Hudson was appointed as liai¬ 
son to the mayor of New York. ▼

Inflammatory Stickers 

Recently, while walking in the Castro, where I 
both live and work, I happened across stickers 
attacking the San Francisco AIDS Foundation. 
When I looked closely at these inflammatory 
notes, plastered on windows, stores and mailboxes, 
I noticed that no group claimed responsibility for 
these “alerts.” 

Having just spent the previous two weeks deal¬ 
ing with the anticipated 104th Congress, and after 
hearing Representative Newt Gingrich equate 
homosexuality with alcoholism and then attempt¬ 
ing to keep the Ryan White CARE Act from being 
“dismantled” by the GOP in the House of 
Representatives, my first reaction to these stickers 
was that the fundamental and conservative ele¬ 
ments of the 104th Congress had made a field trip 
to San Francisco to continue their attacks on our 
community, only now they were doing so in our 
community. 

In light of these stickers, I feel compelled to 
write and question not only the motivation of the 
cowards who posted these notices across the 
Castro, but also their ultimate objective. As a gay 
man who is living with HIV, and as an individual 
who supports the San Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
I am outraged by the content and intent of these 
stickers. Their blind and malevolent rhetoric is 
shameful and their messages are equally appalling. 
How dare they equate HIV negative agency staff 
with “goons.” 

Not only are these stickers cheap shots, but the 
individuals who put them up lack the spine to 
claim responsibility for their actions. These are not 
the actions of individuals or a group who seek to 
constructively deal with an HIV/AIDS service 
organization, these are the actions of spoiled chil¬ 
dren. 

I, for one, can not imagine how these notes have 
affected the morale of the staff and volunteers and 
Board of the AIDS Foundation. One can only hope 
that the staff and volunteers and Board understand 
that there are many like myself who not only value 
the work of the San Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
but who also do not believe the lies contained in 
these stickers.

Go on, Myth Thing 

Even though it is tempting to feel completely 
hopeless in the wake of the recent G.O.R sweep of 
the nation, it is important to remember that there 
are still people around who dedicate their lives to 
positive revolution and progressive social change. 

An excellent example for anyone who has ever 
loved men is the best-seller The Myth of Male 
Power by Warren Farrell, just out in paperback. A 
pioneer in gender issues since his years on the 
Board of the National Organization of Women in 
N. Y.C., Dr. Farrell has spent the last decade adding 
an understanding of the oppression of men to his 
understanding of the oppression of women. His 
latest book completely blows the illusions and mis¬ 
information about men that have reduced gender 
dialogue in this country to an intractable conflict 
between feminist half-truths and conservative prej¬ 
udice. 

For decades lesbians have both seen the critical 
links between their condition as lesbians and the 
condition of all women and had the benefit of a 
powerful national movement to buttress their agen¬ 
das. It is time that gay men came to benefit from a 
complete understanding of our lives as men and 
from the insight and compassion of a national 
men’s rights movement - one that needs our input 
to take off. 

Some of the extensively documented examples 
of feminist exaggeration and dishonesty in The 
Myth of Male Power will shock those in our com¬ 
munity who have grown comfortable with the 
neatly laid out feminist world view. But even if the 
national dialogue on how seriously women are vic¬ 
timized is exaggerated one tiny bit, the damage 
this would cause by diverting attention away from 
the holocausts with the highest body counts - 
AIDS among gay men, violence and drugs among 
black men, deaths among homeless men, heart dis¬ 
ease, suicide, cancer, murder and work-related 
fatalities among all men - would warrant a total re¬ 
examination of gender politics in America. 

Everyone I know who has read The Myth of 
Male Power has had their understanding of men 
and women transformed. Individual changes like 
this are very encouraging when society as a whole 
is still being duped into accepting the unworkable 
solutions of the past.

History of Halloween 

Halloween celebrations on Castro originated in 
1946. My grandfather, Ernie (“Cliff’) DeBaca, 
started producing a children’s costume contest on 
the sidewalk in front of 515 Castro (one of Cliff’s 
Variety’s earlier locations, now part of “Hibernia 
Beach”). Over the years this little event grew into 
an institution that involved the participation of sev¬ 
eral district merchants. It also included entertain¬ 
ment and a pie or ice cream eating contest. For 
decades this Halloween party was specifically for 
children, and for that reason it started at 7 pm and 
it was over by 10 pm. 

In the late ’60s a number of the old neighbor¬ 
hood bars were bought by gays and Halloween on 
Castro took on a new dimension. Drag queens 
would charter limousines and tour buses to take 
them from gay bar to gay bar. There was a logisti¬ 
cal problem because Castro Street was closed to 
traffic until 10 p.m. The simple solution was for 
the Castro bars to be at the end of the circuit. The 
children’s party was over by then, and the bar own¬ 
ers didn’t mind being last since that meant that 
their patrons were free to linger. 

As the years passed, the neighborhood and the 
Halloween celebration became more integrated. 
The Angels of Light produced some G-rated shows 
for the children, and they were very well-received. 
This was the spirit of Halloween in the Castro, and 
no invitations were required. 

1979 saw the end of that spirit. As you correct¬ 
ly observed, Polk Street was denied a permit to 
close the street. Polk Street had a history of vio¬ 
lence and vandalism on Halloween, and the city 
was fed up with having their squad cars over¬ 
turned. The media speculated loud and long that 
the problems of Polk Street would now be visited 
on the Castro. TV, radio, and the press are invalu¬ 
able if you are in the business of making self-ful¬ 
filling prophesies. Instead of the usual thousand or 
so people, Halloween ’79 saw tens of thousands 
on Castro Street, many of them there for the 
express purpose of kicking ass. Pockets were 
picked, people were mugged, windows were bro¬ 
ken. 

My grandfather realized in the last year of his 
life that the tradition he had started would die 
before him. 

For years after that, Halloween was a huge 
mess. I have tremendous admiration for CUAV and 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence and for all of 
the volunteers who are trying to restore a degree of 
civilization to this event. The Sisters have also 
revived the children’s program, however nowadays 
it must be held in the daytime in a location away 
from Castro Street. This is the spirit of community 
in the Castro. I share your opinion of the punks, 
however your unvarnished bigotry toward “breed¬ 
ers” in general is just as odious as homophobia.

In typical Willie Brown 
fashion, the embattled speaker 
convinced one of those 41 
Republicans, Paul Horcher, to 
suddenly change parties and 
become an Independent, there¬ 
by denying the GOP a decisive 
vote they had counted as 
theirs. Horcher voted with the 
Democrats, and the Assembly 
split, 40-40. 

With both parties now 
scheming to control the 
Assembly, the speaker issue 
will remain undecided until 
January 4, when that august 
body reconvenes. Can Willie 
Brown once again pull a rabbit 
from a hat? Will he agree to a 
“co-speakership” with the 
Republicans? 

Whatever happens, one 
thing is undeniable: Willie 
Brown, like him or not, has 
done a hell of a lot for San 
Francisco and Northern 
California during his lengthy 
tenure. And his plans for the 
January 4 showdown? Well, I 
spoke briefly with Brown at a 
Glide dinner last week and 
asked him if, as so many are 
saying, this is indeed the end 
for “Speaker” Willie Brown. 
He looked me in the eye, 
winked, smiled, and said noth¬ 
ing. However, his smile led me 
to believe that he was trying to 
tell me, in his own way, that he 
has a plan. “Keep watching, 
Wayne,” he finally said, as he 
turned to shake someone’s 
hand. 

(One local Democrat who 
knows Brown well keeps 


telling me I can safely scoop 
everybody if I predict Brown 
will run for retiring Milton 
Marks’ state Senate seat, 
announcing for that post 
before the end of next year.) 

There continues to be whis¬ 
pering, snide remarks, and 
raised eyebrows in the gay/les¬ 
bian community here as the 
controversial Melinda Paras 
heads for Washington D.C. to 
take over as director of the 
National Lesbian and Gay 
Task Force. Overheard Sunday 
at a pre-Christmas party, a 
conversation between a well- 
known gay man and a promi¬ 
nent lesbian: “Damn! I guess 
this means Eric Rofes can’t be 
far behind.” 

Sacramento friends of out¬ 
going Insurance Commission¬ 


er John Garamendi tell me that 
he is negotiating with the 
White House for an appoint¬ 
ment (Garamendi’s wife, Patti, 
is already employed in D.C. as 
a Peace Corps deputy director) 
and he will eventually re-enter 
California politics. 

Incidentally, thanks for all 
the reader mail supporting a 
recent column about the deter¬ 
ioration of Castro Street. FYI, 
we hope to call an open meet¬ 
ing for all merchants and inter¬ 
ested residents right after the 
holidays, so keep in touch 
(through the B.A.R.). Not one 
negative letter so far! 

And before I forget, Sharon 
McNight, San Francisco’s own 
favorite singer/comedienne, 
will be in concert Wednesday, 
December 28, at the Great 
American Music Hall (885- 
0750). 

Even some of the top 


Republicans in D.C. and 
Sacramento are snickering at 
how silly Mike “Tex” 
Huffington is beginning to 
look for still refusing to con¬ 
cede to Dianne Feinstein. 

A rumormonger at City 
Hall is telling me that someone 
is putting pressure on Public 
Defender Jeff Brown to join 
the race for mayor next year, 
but according to my source, 
Brown feels that Frank Jordan 
will be a lot stronger than 
many people think. 

And, yes, I was a fan of out¬ 
going Surgeon General 
Joycelyn Elders. I hope the 
gossip that President Clinton is 
asking former Surgeon 
General C. Everett Koop to 
return to the job is true.

Signs of the Times

I t is a scary time to be read¬ 
ing George Orwell’s novel 
1984 , but that’s what I 
happen to be doing these 
days, reading along with my 
high school students. An eerie 
echo of Newt Gingrich’s pledg¬ 
ing to put prayer back in school 
went dancing through my head 
as I read how the people of 
Oceania observe the Two 
Minutes Hate together each day 
in the novel. 

Facts never get in the way in 
the world of Newspeak. It’s as 
easy to erase the past in 
Oceania as it is to eulogize 
away Richard Nixon’s betrayal 
of his nation. 

Then, on the same day that 
President Clinton removed Dr. 
Joycelyn Elders from her post 
as Surgeon General, I found 
myself reading Orwell’s asser¬ 
tion that in the world of the 
Thought Police and Big 
Brother, “There was a direct, 
intimate connection between 
chastity and political ortho¬ 
doxy.” 

One character has this to say 
about the “sexual puritanism” 
of Oceania’s culture: “When 
you make love, you’re using up 
energy; and afterward you feel 
happy and don’t give a damn 
for anything. They can’t bear 
you to feel like that. They want 
you bursting with energy all the 
time. All this marching up and 
down and cheering and waving 
flags is simply sex gone sour. If 
you are happy inside yourself, 
why should you get excited 
about Big Brother and the 
Three Year Plans and the Two 
Minutes Hate and all the rest of 
their bloody rot?” 

Now there’s a “they” that 
sounds familiar. On the heels of 
Operation Just Cause and 
Operation Restore Democracy, 
I’m waiting to hear President 
Clinton refer to the firing of Dr. 
Elders as Operation Resume 
Chastity. If you build it into the 
language, they will come to 
believe it. 

The powers that be want us 
to believe that the national fab¬ 
ric, or perhaps even national 
security, will be compromised 
by the notion that, as Elders 
said, masturbation “is part of 
human sexuality, and it’s a part 
of something that perhaps 
should be taught.” 

A most ironic account of the 
events, offered up as a news 
story in a local daily reported 
that Elders’ comments “came as 
an acute embarrassment to an 
administration which is already 
in disarray.” 

Hello? Anyone in there? Her 
remarks an embarrassment? 
Hello? Does anyone think that 
perhaps the administration is 
the embarrassment? 

Chewy, chewy 
doublespeak 

Oh yes. Doublethink is here 
to stay. It may not be so difficult 
to convince the people that 
something is its opposite. 

Let’s make a movie about 
sexual harassment. And, since 
women are most likely to be 
targets of men’s harassment, 
let’s be sure to highlight the 
opposite. Besides, a feature 
film about Tailhook would be 
such a bore. 

I stumbled across Howard 
Stern on my car radio Monday 
morning. A caller was in the 
middle of recounting her one 
lesbian experience. Apparently 
Stem had solicited such stories. 


so the woman, who insisted 
upon her own heterosexuality, 
was offering up the details of an 
encounter she experienced over 
four years ago. The details she 
recalled failed to meet Stem’s 
expectations, so he grew impa¬ 
tient with the woman, suggest¬ 
ing that he hoped she had two 
vaginas so that men could find 
something redeeming in her. He 
dismissed her story because, as 
he put it to her, “You’re not 
turning me on,” telling the 
caller: “You don’t get it.” 

On Tuesday, the same caller 
had arrived in the studio so 
Stem could judge her attrac¬ 
tiveness. He asked, “Did you 
ever have full lesbianism?” 

“Yes,” she asserted, “with 
another full heterosexual girl.”

Oh. Okay. Now I get it. 

Fortunately, there have been 
some quiet signs of rebellion 
popping up in my life. One of 
my cats threw up on “This Pope 
and the Next,” the cover story 
of the most recent The New 
York Times Magazine. 

Like Winston, the protago¬ 
nist who keeps his eyes peeled 
for any indicators that others 
share his discontent with the 
ruling Party in 1984, I find 
myself always on the lookout 
for others who think like I do, 
who share my 

“Thoughtcrimes.” Some such 
individuals are bold and coura¬ 
geous in their challenge to the 
absurdity of 1994, as Dr. Elders 
has proven to be, while others 
are simple and whimsical in 
their subversiveness. 

Take, for example, the street 
activist/artist who has been 
tampering with Tanqueray’s 
Mr. Jenkins. 

Mr. Jenkins is the white- 
haired “gentleman” featured in 
a $27 million campaign, report¬ 
edly the biggest in liquor adver¬ 
tising history, to attract younger 
drinkers to the English gin 
while maintaining its estab¬ 
lished upscale, older market. 

Jenkins proves that he and 
his country-clubbish, status- 
quo values fit right in with a 
young, hip crowds - a bit of 
doublethink in its own right. I 


must admit that I have disliked 
the advertisements from the 
first day I saw one. So I was 
delighted to discover that some¬ 
one had rearranged the letters 
of a Mr. Jenkins poster in the 
Castro so artfully that even the 
neighborhood anti-graffiti-ites 
have overlooked this act of 
street art for a number of 
weeks. 

What an unexpected treat - 
or, as the ad boasts, “How 
refreshingly distinctive” - it 
was to discover evidence of a 
rebel in my own backyard. The 
sign that once claimed “Mr. 
Jenkins sings the blues when 
too much vermouth ruins the 
taste of Tanqueray” now pro¬ 
claims “Mr. Jenkins’ mouth 
hungers for ass when he sips 
too much Tanqueray.” Put that 
in your martini and stir it. 

I sure would like to buy that 
graphic-iti artist a drink. 

So, in honor of the unknown 
street artist, I will be supporting 
The Shooting Gallery, a benefit 
art sale and dance party for 
Visual Aid and The Harm 
Reduction Coalition. Not all 
artists and activists keep their 
work underground. Hundreds 
have donated work to The 
Shooting Gallery to be sold at 
the set price of $75. Scores of 
other items will be raffled off 
during this extravaganza which 
lasts from 4 p.m. to 4 a.m. on 
Thursday, December 15 at Club 
1015 Folsom. There’s a $10 
admission fee. 

Visual Aid provides direct 
support to produce, present, and 
preserve the legacy of work cre¬ 
ated by artists living with AIDS 
and other life-threatening ill¬ 
nesses. The Harm Reduction 
Coalition is a San Francisco- 
based national organization 
committed to reducing drug- 
related harm by providing prac¬ 
tical information and support to 
drug users, their families, and 
their communities. 

Priority numbers for pur¬ 
chasing works will be handed 
out beginning at 4 p.m., and 
pieces are sold on a first-come, 
first-served basis. Perform¬ 
ances begin at 5 p.m., and the 
dance party begins at 10 p.m. 

I’m going to try to get there 
early, just in case there’s a work 
titled “Mr. Jenkins goes to 
Provincetown.”

The rings worn by a couple 
indicate a committed relation¬ 
ship, which appears to be the 
name of the game these days. 
Mary is a member of the 
Tenderloin Merchants Associa¬ 
tion, and is doing her part to help 
the neighborhood rebound. 


B ob Bednarz, a Marin 
Roundtable board 
member, is highly 
enthusiastic about that 
fast-growing business network¬ 
ing group of lesbians and gay 
men who work to support each 
other’s businesses and profes¬ 
sions in Marin County.

KFRC Sacks J. Paul Emerson 


Gay-Baiting Radio DJ Fired

KFRC Radio has fired shock talk jock J. Paul 
Emerson, but a gay and lesbian media watchdog 
group says it will maintain a ‘wait and see’ attitude 
about the station. 

KFRC has been under fire throughout 1994 
because of racist and anti-gay comments made by 
Emerson and morning talk show co-host Gary 
Bryan. 

Shortly before Emerson was fired by KFRC 
General Manager Will Shutte on Wednesday, 
December 7 he was suspended for his comments 
regarding a Smithsonian Institute exhibit about the 
warplane Enola Gay, which dropped the atomic 
bombs on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

During the broadcast, Emerson referred to the 
“stinking Japanese” and aired racist comments by 
listeners. 

His comments were immediately denounced by 
Margaret Fujioka of the Asian American Bar 
Association and other groups. 

Emerson’s termination follows a meeting host¬ 
ed by Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation concerning the homophobia and 
racism on the station’s airwaves. 

After a gay Mexican immigrant’s request for 
asylum were ridiculed and lesbian and gay rela¬ 
tionships were called “sick and pathetic” on the 
program last spring. Supervisors Susan Leal and 
Carole Migden intervened, calling for an investi¬ 
gation into the comments by the city’s Human 
Rights Commission. 

Migden later backed away from that request 
after conservative Chronicle columnist Debra 
Saunders attacked the HRC intervention and 
expressed support for the radio disk jockeys. 

KFRC General Manager Will Shutte said that 
Emerson’s termination was a clear message that 
under his management the station would not toler¬ 
ate homophobia and racism. 

“I don’t think there could be a stronger state-

ment,” he said of Emerson’s termination. 

Shutte told the Bay Area Reporter that Emerson 
was fired because of incidents on and off the air, 
involving violations of acceptable broadcast stan¬ 
dards, and that his values were not shared by the 
station’s management. 

Leal told the B.A.R. she 
was pleased by Emerson’s 
termination. 

“I feel vindicated. I feel 
good about it. I’m very 
pleased to see the new 
management decided to 
make a change,” she said. 

According to Leal, the 
station trivialized the con¬ 
cerns about intolerance and 
hate speech under former 
general manager David 
Bramnick, and played a 
role in fostering stereo¬ 
types and the kind of cli¬ 
mate where anti-gay vio¬ 
lence is acceptable. 

Laurie Falik, co-chair of 
the GLAAD board of 
directors, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that “the proof 
will be in the future,” and 
said although Emerson was 
fired, shock jock Gary 
Bryan made the anti-gay 
comments. 

Falik said that the coali¬ 
tion of groups that met 
with Shutte on December 
9, including the Japanese 
American Citizen League 
and Chinese For Affirma¬ 
tive Action, would be monitoring the station, the 
program, and remaining DJ Gary Bryan for racist 
and anti-gay comments. T

Did Nicole Brown Simpson 
Go Through “Lesbian Hell?” 


And Did She 
Go to the Crystal 
Cathedral To

The stories of murder victim 
Nicole Brown Simpson’s les¬ 
bian love affairs first hit the 
tabloids with the publication of 
her “best friend” Faye Resnick’s 
book, Nicole Brown Simpson: 
The Private Diary of a Life 
Interrupted. The book caused so 
much sensation Superior Court 
Judge Lance Ito temporarily 
suspended jury selection in the 
trial of O.J. Simpson, charged 
with the murder of his ex-wife 
Nicole and her friend Ron 
Goldman. 

Following the world-wide 
publicity the book received - in 
which Resnick blames the foot¬ 
ball star for chronic domestic 
violence - it is widely believed 
that O.J. Simpson and his attor¬ 
neys launched a counterattack to 
discredit Resnick. Whether as a 
byproduct or an outright strate¬ 
gy, Nicole Brown Simpson has 
subsequently been painted as an 
almost “deserving victim” 
prone to uncontrollable drug 
abuse and wild sex parties. 



According to “friends” of Nicole Brown Simpson, 
her awakening lesbianism was at odds 
with her devout Catholic background - at least 
that’s the story in “America’s favorite family weekly.” 


Nonetheless, as one New York 
Times reporter covering the 
Simpson trial observed, the 
tabloids have generally proven 
to be more accurate in their 
Simpson coverage than the 
mainstream media. 

The latest story in the 
November 29 National 
Examiner - “America’s Favorite 
Family Weekly,” according to its 
own cover - blares the headline: 
“Just weeks before murder ... 
NICOLE BEGGED TV 


PREACHER: SAVE ME FROM 
LESBIAN HELL. ‘Robert 
Schuller’s gift of love & grace 
eased my torment.’” 

The story, entitled 
“NICOLE’S GAY NIGHT¬ 
MARE,” reads in part: 
“Desperate Nicole Brown 
Simpson turned to TV preacher- 
evangelist Robert Schuller in 
her final days to help her escape 
from the demons that trapped

Marvel Comics - which is currently re-vamping its X-Men 
comic book storyline - has announced that the short-lived gay 
superhero “Northstar” might make a comeback. 

The Northstar character, featured in the Alpha Flight comic 
book series, officially “came out” in 1992, drawing the expect¬ 
ed fire from fundamentalist homophobes (on his national tele¬ 
vision show, preacher/politician Pat Robertson lambasted 
Alpha Flight, calling the comic book “another example of a 
godless morality being legitimized to our youth”). 

In an interview with Wizard magazine, comics writer Scott 
Lobdell said that Northstar could be introduced as part of the 
new X-Men series. When specifically asked if Northstar would 
continue to be a gay character, Lobdell said: “If he appears in 
the book, yes. I don’t think it would be fair to introduce him 
into the book and not explore every facet of the character” 

The X-Men series is currently one of the most popular 
comic book creations, and the inclusion of a gay character 
would represent a significant breakthrough. Marvel has already 
demonstrated a commitment to gay visibility (the Alpha Flight 
comic book series was phased out for reasons not related to its 
gay character). Encourage Marvel and the X-Men writers to 
bring back Northstar, providing a unique and much-needed 
role model.

Haighted It! (And Loved It, Too!)

The average tourist strolls 
down Haight Street looking for 
a long-gone San Francisco 
where record stores abound on 
every block and headshops are 
plentiful. Unfortunately, what 
they generally find now is that 
the street’s Victorian storefronts 
are more likely to house a GAP 
or a Pier 1 Imports, weakly imi¬ 
tating the clothing boutiques 
and incense shops they have 
replaced. 

But for anyone who has the 
time to look at what’s on 
Haight, there are at least a half 
dozen recycled clothes stores, 
original design stores, and gift 
stores filled to the brim with 
some of the same things you can 
find in the Castro or the malls, 
but much cheaper. 

Take the store Kweejibo, for 
example, near the corner of 
Central and Haight, featuring 
women’s outfits by designer 
Cindy Cho. Cho said Christmas 
sales are good, mostly women 
buying for themselves or other 
women. The skirts and blazers 
and full-length dresses are 
unique, both fun and somber 
fabrics for the holidays. 

At least stop by to see the 
glamour of their Victorian- 
themed window display, since 
so few of the merchants along 
the Haight took any special care 
to design their windows.

Reckless Records and 
Planetweavers Treasure Store 
are the places to go if you’re 
buying for teens or anyone else 
who likes vintage rock and new 
artist posters. For under $10 you 
can pick up old hippie posters - 
Janis, Jimi, John Lennon in New 
York, Frank Zappa with his legs 
spread - or pics of Ice-T, Dr. 
Dred, or the Beastie Boys. 

You can pick up a nice-look¬ 
ing jean jacket for under $40 at 
Aardvark’s, which boasted the 
best selection and quality of 
jean jackets I’ve seen: wool- 
lined, plain vanilla ones, jean 
shirts, vests, and colored. The 
smaller sizes would make them 
better suited for female torsos. 

Don’t leave the Haight with¬ 
out visiting the sole store that 
flies a gay flag, Planetweavers 
Treasure Store. In addition to 
selling UNICEF gift items and 
other methods of recycling prof¬ 
its back into the community, 
owner Andreas Blachian esti¬ 
mated that his store donates 25 
percent of profits to ecological 
and humanitarian organizations. 

Last year they gave $850 in 
jewelry to the Stop AIDS 
Project. Each year, he said, they 
sell about $25,000 in UNICEF 
cards and calendars. 

And their collection of 
posters can only be described as 
sensual, freestyle, colorful, cos¬ 
mic, and great! Same for the 
back section of the store, con¬ 


taining rows of soaps, lotions, 
massage oils and tools, and hair 
conditioners. 

For those of you with a little 
money to spend on that certain 
someone, they have a fine col¬ 
lection of authentic, wood- 
carved African masks, filled 
with expressions as quixotic as 
the Mona Lisa. Prices start at 
about $15 and go up to about 
$275. Colorful and ornate 
masks from Southeast Asia are 
also for sale. Dozens of hand¬ 
made drums from around the 
world, ranging in price from 
$50 to $300, are also available. 

If you’re looking to trim your 
abode with lights just a little on 
the wild side, you can find red 
chili peppers, coke bottles, sun¬ 
flowers, or combinations of 
palm trees and flamingos at 
Revival of the Fittest. The 
Wasteland is an unfortunate title 
for a store that sells clothes of 
all types, another example that 
it’s a buyer’s market for rag 
shoppers on a budget. 

If you want to plant yourself 
firmly back in 1977, don’t leave 
the Haight without stopping at 
the reasonably priced Haight- 
Ashbury T-shirts. Outside of 
Dead concerts, you just don’t 
see this much tie-dye anymore. 
Or, for that matter, the intricate 
silkscreening craftsmanship 
found on shirts of Jimi Hendrix 
and other deceased geniuses of 
pop culture. V

AIDS Organizations 
Surveyed 

Approximately six percent of the AIDS 
Service Organizations recently surveyed by the 
National Association of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA) believe that the most important goal 
for their agency is raising funding for research. 
More than one in four believe that increasing 
public awareness of HIV/AIDS is the most 
important priority. 

Twenty-two percent of 432 representatives sur¬ 
veyed said they believe teaching under-served pop¬ 
ulations about testing and early intervention is the 
major priority. A plurality of 44 percent of the 
groups believe that the most important goal is 
increasing information, education, and support ser¬ 
vices within the AIDS community. 

The survey was conducted during the 1994

Christmas Windows Keep 
The Castro Yuletide Bright

ne of the joys of the 
Castro Christmas is 
the atmosphere creat¬ 
ed by businesses that 
put special effort into decorat¬ 
ing and illuminating their win¬ 
dows for the holiday season. 
This year is especially cheery, 
thanks to a number of strange 
and wonderful vignettes pre¬ 
sented by neighborhood shops 
that have transcended the usual 
ho-ho-ho material in favor of 
more creative expression. 

One of the first windows 
we stopped at was Mainline 
(516 Castro), where celestial 
Ken dolls garbed in white satin 
dresses and pearls flutter 
around on golden wings, hap¬ 
pily transporting themselves 
through the clouds. They come 
equipped wdth halos, the occa¬ 
sional Stetson hat, and tiny, 
red AIDS awareness ribbons. 
These are obviously gay 
angels on a mission, and we 
couldn’t help admiring their 
panache and determination as 
they float busily about the 
galaxy. 

Owner Richard Urbiztondo 
decided to use Ken dolls, 
because as he says, “I thought 
they were uplifting, they were 
fun, and it’s definitely The 
Castro.” Gabi Jacobs helped in 
the design, and together 
they’ve created one of the most 
beguiling scenes of the season. 
Ken Angels can be purchased 
for $30, and customers seem to 
crave them. Mainline has sold 
over 150 since Thanksgiving, 
and another shipment just 
landed to keep up with the 
demand. 

The Headlines window (557 
Castro) looked kind of ho-hum 
until we were transfixed at the 
main entrance by the sight of 
two huge, nude topiary mus¬ 
clemen (bet you don’t believe 
us, but we’re serious). These 
anatomically correct Atlas-like 
gents raise lighted branches 
sky-high in celebration of the 
season and to welcome all vis¬ 
itors. 

Headlines Operations 
Director Tom Finan is the man 
responsible for these jolly 
green additions to the Castro, 
and he tells us that female ver¬ 
sions grace their Market Street 
location. Tom took store man¬ 
nequins, covered them in 
shrink-wrap, spray-glued 
them, and added some moss. 
He tells us they will change 
with the seasons, but right now 
they’re a winter hit. The only 
problem seems to be that some 
customers get too carried away 
and can’t resist pinching their 
private parts, which have to be 
re-sculpted weekly to, shall we 
say ... keep up appearances? 

Wandering further down the 
street we couldn’t resist the 
old-fashioned sweetness of the 
window at Cliff’s Linen and 
Fabric Shop (471 Castro). Here 
we are, feeling like children, 
fascinated by a scene reminis¬ 
cent of the Nutcracker Suite 
and Cinderella. (Although they 
sit perfectly still when they are

being observed by an audience, 
we’ve heard rumors that while 
Castro sleeps these tiny gay 
creatures are busy fussing over 
their decorations and organiz¬ 
ing their presents under the 
tree.) 

Paul Ellis, creator of the 
ongoing window soap opera 
Cliff’s Edge, designed this 
charming tableau, and tells us 
that people have commented 
on its magical quality. Even 
though there are all manner of 
fun treats beneath the boughs, 
it’s the puffy cotton mice with 
pink ears and colored mitts that 
are irresistible. Their outfits all 
button or snap in place, and 
their shoes untie. Anyone can 
have a pet of their own for $12 
(4-inch mini mouse), or $18 
(10-inch maxi mouse). 

Turning down Market Street 
we passed some pleasant sea¬ 
sonal decorations, but stopped 
at one of our favorite spots, Off 
Your Dot (2241 Market). This 
store has been named for the 
way we feel some days, and 
makes shopping an adventure. 
Although no Santas or reindeer 
cavort in their window, artist 
Timothy Cummings, whose 
work is seen at shows and gal¬ 
leries around town, offers his 
own version of holiday mad¬ 
ness. 

“Marie Antoinette’s Final 
Dream,” as the creation in the 
window is called, floats above 
a snowy landscape. This quirky 
puppet, with her silver beehive, 
twisted lips, and a costume that 
opens to a stage set, is a queen 
who comes close to reminding 
us just how we’re going to feel 
January 1. Co-owner Susan 
Lemmon says Marie’s head is 
coming off after the holidays, 
but let’s try to keep ours on 
while we enjoy all the season 
has to offer. 

Have a wonderful time, 
whatever you do, whomever 
you see, wherever you go! ▼

Greek and Active College Boys Raise Money and More

When the Greek active men 
of Delta Lambda Phi at San Jose 
State looked around for a way to 
raise funds for fraternity activi¬ 
ties last year, they started selling 
Rice Krispie treats, but that 
seemed to lack the snap crackle 
and pop that modem economics 
demand. 

Now they’ve got a better 
idea: a calendar of some 16 dif¬ 
ferent fraternity men in the 18- 
30 age bracket. 

“Some are and some aren’t 
fully clothed,” says A1 Perez, 
president of the San Jose chap¬ 
ter of the gay fraternity. 


“There are no genitals 
exposed,” he said to no end of 
disappointment. “But we tried 
to show as much skin as we 
could.”

CDC Study: Unsafe Sex Is Back

San Francisco gay and bisex¬ 
ual men are becoming infected 
with HIV at a higher rate than a 
few years ago, and two-thirds of 
gay and bisexual men do not 
always use condoms during anal 
sex, early results from a new 
AIDS study indicate. 

The data point to an upswing 
in unsafe sex among gay men 
who adopted safer sex practices 
during the 1980s, and they cor¬ 
relate with other studies’ find¬ 
ings that young gay and bisexu¬ 
al men are practicing unsafe sex 
at disturbingly high levels. The 
increase in new infections 
means that the chance that a gay 
man’s sex partner is HIV-posi¬ 
tive is higher than it was a few 
years ago, meaning that a single 
unsafe sexual encounter is more 
likely than before to lead to HIV 
infection. 

The study also found that 
condom breakage and misuse 
are relatively common, and that 
drugs and alcohol can create 
lapses in judgment that lead to 
condom misuse and to unsafe 
sex. But the biggest predictor of 
all of having unsafe sex is being 
in a long-term relationship, a 
time when many men who oth¬ 
erwise use condoms decide to 
forgo them. 

The findings are from the 
first 18 months of the Sexually 
Active Men (SAM) Study, a 
long-term look at sexually 


active gay and bisexual men in 
San Francisco, Chicago, and 
Denver; with 1,769 men partic¬ 
ipating, it is the largest study of 
its kind. 

The study, which is funded 
by the federal Centers for 
Disease Control and the 
National Institute for Allergies 
and Infectious Diseases, found 
that 2.8 percent of the men in 
the study became infected with 
HIV in a one-year period. The 
HIV-infection rate was 3.1 per¬ 
cent for San Francisco and 2.6 
percent for Chicago and Denver, 
but those differences are statisti¬ 
cally insignificant, said Dr. 
David McKirnan, principal 
investigator for the Chicago part 
of the study and associate pro¬ 
fessor of psychology at the 
University of Illinois at 
Chicago. 

Those percentages are only 
for one year, McKirnan empha¬ 
sized, meaning that some of the 
men who escaped infection in 
this part of the study likely will 
test positive in the future. 

High HIV infection rate 
a surprise 

Researchers were surprised 
at the relatively high rates of 
new infections. 

’’It’s higher than we expected 
to find,” said Dr. Susan 
Buchbinder, principal investiga¬ 
tor for the San Francisco portion 
of the study and chief of 
research for the AIDS office of 
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the San Francisco Department 
of Public Health. A 1992 confer¬ 
ence of AIDS experts in San 
Francisco estimated the rate of 
new infections in that city at 
between 1 percent and 1.5 per¬ 
cent, not the 3.1 percent that the 
study found. 

McKirnan said he was 
“shocked” at the 2.6 percent fig¬ 
ure for Chicago. He had predict¬ 
ed a rate of 1 percent. 

With HIV-infection rates as 
high as they are now, unsafe sex 
is potentially more risky for all 
men who have sex with other 
men. 

”It means that the pool of 
people infected - those who can 
potentially infect others - con¬ 
tinues to rise,” McKirnan said. 
“And it’s increasing at a far 
greater rate than a few years 
ago.” 

“The level of risky behavior 
is still dramatically lower than 
when AIDS first hit,” McKirnan 
added. ’’But these seroconver¬ 
sion rates are huge.” 

The study, though, suffers 
from the same problem that all 
research on gay and bisexual 
men automatically has: there 
simply is no list of all the gay 
men in the country from which 
to draw a random sample, so an 
accurate portrait of the entire 
gay and bisexual community is 
impossible to attain. 

The study also used criteria 
that led to groups of subjects 
that probably were more risky 
than average. For example, the 
Chicago part of the SAM study 
excluded all men who had never 
had anal sex in the previous 
year, and it recruited men from 
advertisements in gay newspa¬ 
pers and in places such as health 
clinics and gay bars. On the 
other hand, some of the riskiest 
groups of men- including pros¬ 
titutes, heavy drug users, and 
those with serious psychological 
problems - are unlikely to par¬ 
ticipate in scientific studies, thus 
skewing the study toward more 
conservative conclusions. 

“It would be a riskier group 
of guys than the general gay 
population,” McKirnan said. 
’’But I think it’s a fair reflection 
of guys who are sexually 
active.” 


Unsafe sex common 

Unprotected anal sex is still 
the leading cause of HIV trans¬ 
mission among gay men, and 
the study found that 66 percent 
of men in the study had either 
insertive or receptive anal sex 
without a condom at least once 
in an 18-month period. 

Forty-seven percent of the 
men had unprotected receptive 
anal sex during that time. But 
the majority of those men 
reported that they engaged in 
safer sex most of the time, only 
occasionally lapsing into unpro¬ 
tected intercourse. Of course, 
only one unsafe encounter can 
lead to HIV infection. 

“People move in and out of 
being risky,” McKirnan said. 
“Maybe that’s part of the com¬ 
placency factor. People think, 
‘I’m not risky all the time. I just 
do it some of the time.’” 

Some of the men said they 
engaged in unsafe sex in places 
such as bathhouses, backrooms 
at adult bookstores, and back¬ 
rooms at bars, places that appear 
to be gaining in popularity, he 
said. 

“Some of the guys approach 
those settings knowing that they 
can have unsafe sex in those set-

tings,” he said. 

But unsafe sex is more com¬ 
mon with long-term partners 
than with anonymous partners. 
In fact, the most common pre¬ 
dictor of anal sex without a con¬ 
dom is being in a long-term 
relationship. 

That could be for a variety of 
reasons, including the belief that 
use of a condom indicates a lack 
of trust and that forgoing con¬ 
doms shows how much a person 
loves someone, McKirnan said. 
In addition, many men - espe¬ 
cially younger men - have a dif¬ 
ficult time trying to negotiate 
safer sex, he said. 

The second most common 
predictor of unsafe sex is safer 
sex “burnout.” Many gay men 
who have long practiced safer 
sex have become worn out by it, 
and sometimes lapse into unsafe 
practices. 

That factor is especially true 
for gay men who came of age 
sexually either at the beginning 
of the AIDS epidemic or before 
information about AIDS became 
well-publicized. The SAM 
study only included men who 
were HIV-negative at the begin¬ 
ning of 1993, which means that 
the older gay men who became 
HIV-positive during the first 18 
months of the study probably 
had generally practiced safer 
sex during the 1980s and early 
1990s, apparently lapsing back 
into unsafe behavior during the 
time of the study. 

On the other side of the age 
spectrum are young gay men. 

“It seems as though younger 
gay men are riskier, and they 
have a slightly higher transmis¬ 
sion rate,” Buchbinder said. 
’’That’s very disconcerting - to 
have men starting out in their 
adult lives becoming infected.” 

Younger gay men generally 
have not seen the brunt of the 
epidemic so they sometimes 
assume that AIDS is more a 
problem of older gay men, 
McKirnan said. In addition, the 
general feeling of youthful 
invulnerability that leads young 
people to take other risks in life 
- such as driving a car fast - 
may lead to greater risk-taking 
in sex. 

Misuse of condoms 

A surprisingly high figure to 
researchers was the level of con¬ 
dom breakage. Nearly one of 
three men reported that a con¬ 
dom broke during the 18-month 
study period. Forty percent of 
those who became infected with 


HIV reported a condom break, 
compared with 25 percent of 
those who did not become 
infected. 

Researchers are still inter¬ 
viewing people to obtain hard 
data on exactly what led to the 
condom breakage, but ignorance 
of how to correctly use con- 
doms-how to put one on and 
what type of lubricant to use - 
seems to be a major factor. 

“People are afraid to admit 
they don’t know about con¬ 
doms,” said Julie Doesch, pro¬ 
ject coordinator for the Chicago 
part of the study. “The percep¬ 
tion is that if you’re a gay man 
in the 1990s, you’re a condom 
expert.” 

Yet even some of those who 
do know how to use a condom 
make mistakes while under the 
influence of alcohol and drugs, 
and especially while high on 
amyl nitrate, or poppers. 

’’They’re sufficiently 

impaired that they’re putting the 
condom on the wrong way, or 
they’re tearing at it,” McKirnan 
said. 

Drug and alcohol use in itself 
correlates with HIV infection, 
with cocaine, poppers, and 
amphetamines such as speed or 
ecstasy showing the strongest 
relationship with HIV infection. 
Of the men who became infect¬ 
ed with HIV, 43 percent used 
cocaine. Of those men who 
remained HIV-negative, 16 per¬ 
cent used cocaine. 

That is partly because drugs 
are sometimes used during sex, 
and they tend to increase the sex 
drive, Doetsch said. In addition, 
drugs tend to lower inhibitions, 
making people more likely to 
engage in risky activities, she 
said. The drugs themselves may 
be having the physical effects of 
suppressing the immune system, 
Doetsch added. 

More than one-third of the 
men in the study reported hav¬ 
ing a known HIV-positive part¬ 
ner at least once in an 18-month 
period. There is not yet hard 
data on whether the men were 
more likely to practice safer sex 
with their HIV-positive partners 
than which other partners, but 
more than half of those who 
became infected with HIV had 
had sex with a known HIV-pos¬ 
itive person. Twenty-seven per¬ 
cent of those who remained 
HIV-negative had sex with an 
HIV-positive man. 

Men who became infected 
also had a higher number of 
partners, averaging 8.5 partners 
per year, compared with the 3.5 
partners had by men who were 
not infected. 

Personal commitment to 
safer sex plays a big role in 
whether a man will use a con¬ 
dom. Men who are more wor¬ 
ried about having anal sex, hav¬ 
ing swallowed semen, or having 
had several anonymous partners 
over a weekend were more like¬ 
ly to use a condom, interviews 
with study participants showed. 


More info needed 

The data in the SAM study is 
still preliminary, because the 
last series of interviews with 
subjects was only two months 
ago, and researchers need to put 
more numbers together to draw 
additional conclusions. 

They also want to query sub¬ 
jects more on why they continue 
to take sexual risks, even when 
many are relatively well-educat¬ 
ed on AIDS issues. 

“People’s sexual choices are

A Trip to Voicemail Hell

No one works harder to lift 
the living standards of people 
living with AIDS or HIV infec¬ 
tion than the volunteer-staffed 
non-profit service organizations 
in the greater Bay Area. Except 
perhaps the poor buggers who 
try to get them on the phone. 

For after a few mental health 
lapses from being placed in the 
black hole of “hold please,” and 
aggravated carpal tunnel syn¬ 
drome from accessing the end¬ 
less list of voicemail choices, 
one has to wonder: whatever 
happened to live telephone oper¬ 
ators? And then, as sleep takes 
over, whatever is to happen to 
me? 

True, a mechanized phone 
system cuts down on idle chat¬ 
ter, freeing up employees and 
volunteers alike to work on 
behalf of their clients. But those 
clients almost unanimously hate 
it, even if they’ve become 
resigned to it by now, and the 
fact is most people who have 
voicemail hate it, too. One San 
Francisco gay man admitted, 
“I’m more afraid of my voice- 
mail than I am of my own moth¬ 
er.” 

Still, with threats of budget 
cuts looming and everybody 
busy, busy, busy, voicemail is 
obviously here to stay. And so 
are the complaints. 

The Bay Area Reporter sur¬ 
veyed seven agencies in San 
Francisco and the East Bay, 
most of which had voicemail. 
What separated the good ones 
from the bad was this: good 
voicemail mentions right away 
that pressing “0” will get you an 
operator. 

The prize for mystery voice- 
mail undoubtedly goes to the 
Stop AIDS Project: “If you are 
returning a message from Mike 
please dial 235,” it said. “If you 
are returning a phone call from 
Randy please dial 226.” The 
remainder of the message listed 


where they are, how to fax them, 
and how to reach support group 
numbers, but not how to reach a 
live operator. 

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation is certainly the most 
comprehensive non-profit in the 
Bay Area and its voicemail 
choices reflected this. It takes 
almost a minute to find out the 
AIDS Hotline extension, which 
is what a lot of people call for. It 
took ten seconds for the intro¬ 
duction, although “You may 
enter 0 for Operator at any time” 
was right up front - but that (of 
course) would land you on hold. 
The 40-second sub-menu was 
next. 

Try to follow along: “You 
may enter your choice at any 
time. For directory of employ¬ 
ees by last name, please dial 
2411. For volunteer services 
please dial 8652. For the AIDS 
Hotline please dial 111. For 
media relations, please dial 
3070. For development, please 
dial 3041. For public policy, 
please dial 3080. For execu¬ 
tive director, please dial 3079. 
And for the operator, please 
dial 0.” 

A call to the AIDS Hotline 
reveals that it is better not to 
have a crisis during banker’s 
hours, when they may put you 
on hold for 15 - count ’em, 15 - 
minutes. “We’ll be with you 
soon, but if you can’t stay on the 
line now, we’re usually less 
busy in the evenings and on the 
weekend.” 

In its defense, SFAF has 
phone calls piled up like rush 
hour traffic; not only do they get 
calls from members of the pub¬ 
lic, but from other agencies’ 
referrals as well. 

One of those agencies is the 
city of San Francisco AIDS 
Office, which did have a live 
operator who knew quite a bit 
about the forthcoming 
December 16 deadline for a 
Section 8 housing lottery. But 
she urged calling SFAF to get a 



social worker for help with the 
process. “Everything is in the 
computer so they could bring it 
up anywhere in the Bay Area - 
anything you would need.” 

The “Easiest Pickings” 
award goes to Project Open 
Hand, where people answered 
the phone, and explained that a 
potential applicant could get 
food delivered sometime within 
the next 24 hours after a short 
intake interview over the phone. 

Contra Costa County has but 
one single group out there, the 
Diablo Valley AIDS Center, 
which ran their voicemail every 
time they were called: day, 
night, and the weekend. Maybe 
someone calls in for messages. 

Without question, the all- 
around worst award goes to the 
U.S. Social Security 
Administration for having both 
the phoniest sounding voicemail 


persona and the longest wait. 
The highlights: “Thank you for 
calling Social Security. A repre¬ 
sentative will answer your call 
in approximately five minutes.” 
Let’s just say that “approximate¬ 
ly” is an extraordinarily flexible 
concept there. 

The wait to be sprung from 
hold, with a receiver tucked 


under the chin for long periods 
of time, is neither as heart¬ 
warming as the long distance 
companies’ commercials nor as 
sexy as 1-900-FELCH-ME. On 
the other hand, it wasn’t a dollar 
a minute. Thank God. 

(To thank God, who is either 
away or on the other line, dial the 
very big star button, now...) T 


UN AIDS Effort Reorganized

NEW YORK - The United 
Nations announced Monday, 
December 12 it is reorganizing 
its global AIDS effort under a 
new Geneva-based program that 
will seek to coordinate the 
efforts of five UN agencies and 
the World Bank. 

Dr. Peter Piot, who recently 
led the society that organizes the 
annual International Conference 
on AIDS, was named director. 
The joint program will seek to 
coordinate the global AIDS 
efforts of the United Nations 
Children’s Fund; the United 
Nations Development 

Programme; the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific, and 
Cultural Organization; the 
United Nations Population 
Fund; the World Bank; and the 
World Health Organization. UN 
officials said the program 
should be fully operational by 
early 1996. 

In an interview, Piot said he 
had no information about the 
size of the budget, but said he 
expected fundraising would be 
part of his role, as well as ensur¬ 
ing funds are more efficiently 


used. 

Also Piot said the program 
will focus part of its attention on 
the consequences of the disease. 
He observed that with an 
increasing number of communi¬ 
ties devastated by the disease 
and orphans left homeless, “It’s 
becoming more and more a 
development issue.” 

Greater emphasis will be 
placed on the care of individuals 
made ill by the disease, and care 
of the orphans and support for 
devastated communities. 

A Belgium physician, Piot 
was director of research and 
development of the Global 
Program on AIDS, of the WHO. 
In a statement, the UN said he 
initiated a new approach to pre¬ 
vention and control of sexually- 
transmitted diseases, which 
focuses on behavior change and 
on accessibility to health sys¬ 
tems. 

Piot launched and expanded 
the first international AIDS pro¬ 
ject in a developing country, and 
“is widely acknowledged to 
have provided the basis of our 
understanding of HIV infection 
and prevention in Africa,” the 
UN statement said. 

Shortly after being named 
director, Piot said, “I’m quite 


moved at the moment. This hap¬ 
pened a few hours ago. I realize 
now it’s a new phase in my life. 

“I’m not naive. I’m well 
aware the challenges are enor¬ 
mous.” ▼

Is Paras Burning? 

The Controversy Heats Up

The December 6 announcement by the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF) that 
Melinda Paras had been selected as it next execu¬ 
tive director, was seen as highly controversial in 
many comers of the lesbian and gay community. 

Paras’s most significant prior administrative 
position, certainly the one for which she was most 
highly paid, was at Shanti Project, where she rose 
to deputy director. Both Paras and executive direc¬ 
tor Eric Rofes resigned in April 1993 when, under 
a cloud of mismanagement of government con¬ 
tracts, the city pulled back those contracts from 
Shanti. 

Paras had started with Shanti working on diver¬ 
sity training and multi-cultural programs. “But 
once she got there, with amazing speed, suddenly 
she was up to her eyeballs involved with the 
financing,” recounted Marc Ansley, chief financial 
officer for Shanti from December 1990 to 
February 1992. Rofes soon created the position of 
deputy director and moved Paras to fill it. 

“She had her nose in the books and contracts so 
deep that it came out black,” Ansley said. “Nothing 
got to Eric [Rofes] without going through her.” 

“Once it [a contract] was granted, Melinda 
deemed they were going to do other things with the 
money,” said Ellen Hardtke. She was director of 
housing, Shanti’s biggest program, and the one 
who “blew the whistle” on misuse of contract 
money. 

It wasn’t pocket change either, a total of 
$450,000 in just one year. Ansley and Hardtke sup¬ 
plied numerous example of how money was spent 
on things not specified in the contracts. $333,000 
earmarked for direct housing services was redi¬ 
rected to other purposes. That translated into more 
than 40 PWAs out on the streets, they charge, and 
not in the housing the contracts had paid for. 

Paras and Rofes often used the money to create 
administrative slots, which they then proceeded to 
fill with their friends. According to Hardtke, close 
to fifty percent of the budget went to administra¬ 
tive overhead and fundraising, substantially higher 
than should be the case in an organization of that 
type. 

“People were given jobs they weren’t compe¬ 
tent for,” Hardtke said. She maintains that because 
they weren’t capable of fulfilling the professional 
responsibilities of the job, keeping it depended on 
staying in the good graces of Paras and Rofes. “It 
was very much like the Mafia, with a loyalty oath.” 

Pressure mounted in early 1993 and led to the 
resignations of Paras and Rofes, both ostensibly 
for reasons of health. Shanti returned $1.9 million 
in contracts “voluntarily before the [city’s] AIDS 
office demanded it,” its interim executive director, 
Paul Lambros, told the Advocate at that time. 

“We have problems with their mismanagement 
of a substantial amount of city money,” Dr. 
Mitchell Katz told the press in 1993. He is director 
of the city of San Francisco’s AIDS office. 

Several audits ensued, including an indepen¬ 
dent one by the outside firm of Coopers & 
Lybrand. It found “excess reimbursement for dis¬ 
allowed expenses.” 

“The audit demonstrates that during 1991-92, 
Shanti was seriously out of compliance with city 
contracts,” Katz later told the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 

Shanti is still negotiating terms and conditions 
of repaying the money. [See sidebar. ] 

Paras and her defenders say the problems at 
Shanti were just typical growing pains of an orga¬ 
nization under the massive influx of Ryan White 
AIDS money. An inadequate computer system 
contributed to the missteps. They also point out 
that no money was diverted to personal gain. 

Ansley acknowledged there were growing 
pains, and he lamented the antiquated computer 
system they were saddled with at Shanti. But he 
refused to blame misspending on the computer. 

“A computer system does not arbitrarily assign 
money,” Ansley said. He maintains that it was 
Paras who was making the decisions to reprogram 
funds despite his insistence that they were not 
allowed under the contracts. 

He also acknowledged that the paper trail to 
Paras is thin. “Melinda’s signature is not on a sin¬ 
gle contract,” Ansley said. “She was smart enough 
to know that she needed to have someone else’s 
signature, which were mine and Eric [Rofes]’s, so 
she can stand up there and say, ‘I had nothing to do 
with the finances,’ and there is not a piece of paper 
to negate that claim.” 


The defense that neither Paras nor Rofes pock¬ 
eted money themselves seems a bit of a straw man. 
Not even their worst critics have accused them of 
doing so. The issue is not one of personal but of 
professional venality. 

“They were guilty of taking money from PWAs 
and using it on friends,” Hardtke said. “PWAs went 
homeless because of it.” 

Political Controversies 

Paras’s left wing connections are legendary: she 
dropped out of high school in 1970 and joined the 
Venceremos Brigade working in Cuba; she was 
deported from the Philippines for anti-government 
activities and later at Shanti spoke of running guns 
to Communist insurgents during that period. For 
years she was a member of the obscure and 
extreme Marxist-Leninist group Line of March. 

“I see capitalism as having a few more rounds 
to go ... until masses of people begin to wield polit¬ 
ical power,” Paras told attendees to the NGLTF 
Creating Change conference last year in North 
Carolina. She now describes herself as a “progres¬ 
sive Democrat.”

“I don’t know if a gay leader with a record of 
supporting Marxist causes is what the gay move¬ 
ment needs right now,” said activist Michael 
Petrelis of the national organization Gay and 
Lesbian Americans. 

Other community leaders began to express sim¬ 
ilar concerns as they learned more of Paras’s back¬ 
ground. But they are so far unwilling to have their 
names publicly associated with those thoughts. 

“I believe there is room in the community for 
various different points of view,” said Alexander 
Robinson with the American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU). And with Paras, “they are solidly on the 
left.” He questioned, “Where is the centrist organi¬ 
zation” for the community? 

One fear is that gay opponents on the right will 
use Paras’s communist connections to tar the entire 
gay and lesbian movement, just as they did this 
past year with NAMBLA. “Gay bashing is going 
to happen,” said one observer, “but do we have to 
be so stupid as to hand them the bat and say, hit 
me?” 

Spinning the Story 

Objections to Paras began 
to resurface in September, 
soon after NGLTF hired 
her as a temporary consul¬ 
tant to help run the 
foundering organization. 
The board knew they 
would have a hard sell 
when they announced that 
Paras would be staying on 
and stepping up to be exec¬ 
utive director. They went 
into overdrive trying to 
spin the story. 

Melinda Paras In late November two 

- postings appeared in the 

America Online folder 
where a lively exchange had developed over Paras 
and the initial decision by NGLTF to hire her as a 
consultant. They were a spirited and detailed 
defense that only someone with inside information 
seemed capable of making. 

But instead of carrying the screen identification 
of three initials followed by NGLTF, the “handle” 
for accounts at the Task Force, it read “Centaur 
TX.” Pulling up the “profile” Centaur had entered, 
it matched the geographic, physical, and profes¬ 
sional characteristics of Gregory Fisher, board 
member and acting director of communications at 
NGLTF. 

Were Fisher and Centaur the same person? And 
if so, why did he not use his NGLTF account to 
make the statements? Or identify himself and his 
affiliation so that readers could better, more fully 
evaluate the information? 

Fisher refused to discuss the questions. “I don’t 
know that I am willing to talk about my AOL rela¬ 
tionship,” he said. “I haven’t confessed to posting 
anything.” 

If in fact Fisher and Centaur are the same per¬ 
son, those postings would appear to violate at least

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That Shanti Money: Still in Litigation

The B.A.R. erroneously 
reported last week that Shanti 
Project has paid back some 
$459,000 to the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health, 
owed for services charged to 
housing contracts during the 
1991-92 contact period. In fact, 
Shanti is currently in arbitration 
with its former accounting firm 
over who must repay the 
money. 

The funds represent the total 
amount the non-profit AIDS ser¬ 
vice organization owes the city, 
according to Mitch Katz, M.D., 
director of the Health 
Department’s AIDS Office. 

“I’m confident that the funds 
will be repaid as soon as possi¬ 
ble,” Katz told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Katz said that the agency has 
agreed to a three-step plan for 
securing the funds due the city - 
and that if arbitration attempts 
with the accounting firm do not 
successfully recoup the entire 
cash amount, the agency will 
seek to have the board of direc¬ 
tors’ liability insurance cover 
the amount: failing that, Shanti 
will seek to raise the funds from 
private sources. 

The accounting firm is the 
subject of legal action for its 
failure to catch the problem in 
an internal audit. 

“I don’t know how any 
accounting firm wouldn’t have 
found the problem and notified 
the board as part of an audit,”

Katz said. 

Katz told the B.A.R. that an 
AIDS office investigation and 
complaints by Ellen Hardtke, a 
former housing services pro¬ 
gram manager for Shanti, led to 
the discovery the funds were 
misspent on other services for 
people with AIDS. 

Hardtke had charged that 


most of the funds were used to 
build a second tier of manage¬ 
ment at the agency. 

Executive Director Eric 
Rofes and Deputy Director 
Melinda Paras resigned from the 
agency shortly after the investi¬ 
gation. 

After the independent audit 
ordered by the San Francisco 


Department of Public Health, 
Shanti was stripped of more 
than $2.7 million in housing 
contracts: once the largest 
AIDS housing agency in the 
United States, it now provides 
only practical and emotional 
support services to people with 
AIDS throughout San Fran¬ 
cisco. ▼

two points of the Code of Professional 
Standards of the Public Relations 
Society of America, the oldest, largest 
professional association in that field. 

“We try to make it explicit and clear 
who is speaking and for whom we are 
speaking,” said Philip Ryan, president 
of the New York chapter and openly 
gay. “We don’t like phony tags, we 
don’t like front organizations.” 

Round Two 

The thousand-word news release 
trumpeting Paras’ selection was accom¬ 
panied by a highly unusual five pages of 
solicited “testimonials” from selected 
leaders. The package was curious for 
the number of omissions normally con¬ 
tained in such a document. 

There was virtually no mention of 
personal data, such as where she was 
bom (Fisher said Madison, Wisconsin; 
the Washington Blade cites Paras as 
saying Middletown, Connecticut), or 
even her age (41). No mention of her 
formal education, or that she dropped 
out of high school. 

It omits her long years of member¬ 
ship in Line of March, her sojourn to 
Cuba, or deportation from the 
Philippines. 

Her principle identification, in the 
first line of the release, was as a San 
Francisco Health Commissioner, a 
political appointment to an advisory 
body that meets once a month and car¬ 
ries a modest honorarium. Her highest 
paying and most professionally respon¬ 
sible previous job, as deputy director at 
Shanti Project, was relegated to the final 
sentence of the document. 

The “testimonials of support” from 
various leaders seemed to fall into two 
categories. 

The most effusive tended to come 
from those who had interlocking finan¬ 
cial relations with Paras. For example, 
Katz, head of the San Francisco AIDS 
office technically, reports to the Health 
Commission and Commissioner Paras. 


How free was he to speak objectively? 
Or Pat Christen, whose San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation seeks funding from 
that same body. 

Many of the more prominent names 
signed on to a much blander statement 
pledging to work with the Task Force. 
NGLTF spokesperson Beth Barrett said 
they were “endorsing the selection of 
Melinda Paras as executive director.” 

Several cosigners, including William 
Waybourn, executive director of the 
Gay and Lesbian Victory Fund, rejected 
that interpretation. He saw it simply as 
an open hand to the organization, not a 
commentary one way or the other on 
Paras. 

AIDS 

Most prominently among the miss¬ 
ing among those testifying to the wor¬ 
thiness of Paras were the national AIDS 
organizations: ACT UP, AIDS Action 
Council, National Association of People 
With AIDS (NAPWA), National 
Minority AIDS Council, and the 
National Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention (NTFAP). They simply were 
not asked. 

“I’m not surprised that they didn’t 
target or focus on AIDS organizations 
because I’ve never known NGLTF to be 
a player on AIDS,” said Alexander 
Robinson, president of NTFAP and 
Washington lobbyist on gay and AIDS 
issues for the ACLU. 

“I don’t think it is significant that they 
chose someone who briefly worked in an 
AIDS organization,” he explained, “I 
think they will continue in their same pat¬ 
tern of giving AIDS cursory attention.” 

That is “real disconcerting because 
the health challenge that our communi¬ 
ty faces is clearly HIV disease,” said 
NAPWA executive director Bill 
Freeman. “NGLTF has not made AIDS 
any kind of a priority.” 

Paras does not seem likely to change 
that focus of the Task Force. In her 
interview with the Blade, “Paras cited 
AIDS as one of about 20 issues ‘of 
enormous importance’ to the gay move¬ 
ment which she believes NGLTF must 
address.” ▼

very complex, and knowledge is only one 
part of the equation,” Buchbinder said. “We 
need to understand the reasons” why most 
gay and bisexual men at least occasionally 
have unsafe sex. 

Even so, education and prevention pro¬ 
grams are vital in reversing the increase in 
HIV infection rates. 

“There still needs to be vigilance about 
safe-sex counseling,” said Kent Penley, pro¬ 
ject coordinator for the Denver part of the 
study, and research associate at the Denver 
Department of Public Health. “People can’t 
afford to relax. Those unsafe activities are 
still taking place.” 

“I would imagine that unless we do some 
innovative things to intervene, the trend will 
continue,” Doetsch said. “If there are severe 
cutbacks for AIDS prevention programs, we 
won’t be able to get the word out.” 

The study itself is being broadened 
beyond an exclusively gay and bisexual male 
study, to include women for the first time. 
The study also will increase the number of 
African-Americans and Latinos. Even with 
the changes, gay and bisexual men’s sexual 
practices still will be monitored separately. 

The original purpose of the study was to 
obtain a group of men to study for a poten¬ 
tial AIDS vaccine. Researchers are stilLhop- 
ing to do such a study, if the federal govern¬ 
ment approves it, but they also want the 
SAM study to be like its predecessor, the 
MACS study: a look at gay and bisexual 
male sex practices over a number of years. 

Over time, the rate of HIV infection 
shown in the first 18 months of the study 
likely will decrease slightly, Penley predict¬ 
ed. For one thing, the riskiest men probably 
will become infected early on in the study. 
In addition, all the subjects report for inter¬ 
views about their sexual behavior every six 
months, meaning that their awareness of 
their own sexual activity - and of the actions 
that prevent HIV infection - will grow, lead¬ 
ing them to become safer about their sexual 
activities than they would have been. T

official complaint, Witherspoon 
once represented Philip Causey, 
for whom he wrote a living trust 
and will when Causey was seri¬ 
ously ill and in the end stages of 
AIDS. The Philip Causey 1991 
Living Trust named Mark 
Wilson, Causey’s registered 
domestic partner, as beneficiary 
and gave him a life interest in 
the apartment the couple shared 
but Causey owned. 

Causey transferred the four- 
unit building into the trust, and 
the remainder interest of the trust 
was given to his brother James. 
In the event the building was 
sold, according to the trust’s 
specifications, Wilson was to 
receive comparable or equivalent 
housing. The trust also directed 
that Wilson receive a cash gift of 
$25,000 upon Causey’s death. 


Both men were ill with AIDS 
when Witherspoon represented 
Causey. 

Just nine days after the Philip 
Causey 1991 Living Trust was 
executed, Causey died of AIDS. 

According to Jones’s com¬ 
plaint, Witherspoon began to 
represent Causey’s brother 
James as trustee of the estate 
shortly after Causey died. 

At the time, Wilson was also 
very ill and had just completed a 
grueling four-month course of 
chemotherapy for non-Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma of the mouth. 

“Fire sale” 

The lawsuit alleges that 
rather than honoring ttfe wishes 
of his brother, James Causey 
decided to sell the building, 
ordered Wilson to move, con¬ 
ducted a “fire sale” of the build¬ 
ing - which had the effect of 
reducing the trust corpus by

GOP on Elders: 

We Still Aren’t Satisfied

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Republican women in the halls 
of Congress wasted no time in 
expressing their dislike of 
Surgeon General Joycelyn 
Elders after her resignation on 
Friday. “Great! What took her 
so long?” said Representative 
Marge Roukema of New Jersey. 
“Whether it was condoms in 
school or suggesting that we 
legalize drugs, I can’t think of 
one constructive contribution 
she made.” 

Senator Nancy Kassebaum 
of Kansas, incoming chairman 
of the Senate Labor and Human 
Resources Committee, called 
the resignation “necessary and 
long overdue.” 

Kassebaum said she voted to 
confirm Elders because she 
believed in her ability to reach 
young people, but that Elders 
has only “engendered needless 
controversy.” The senator 
expressed her concern in a letter 
to the president last summer. 

The men were at it too: 
Representative John Boehner of 
Ohio, one of several lawmakers 
who called for Elders’ resigna¬ 
tion last year after she suggested 
legalizing drugs, issued a one- 
page, three-word statement: 
“It’s about time.” 

Boehner told reporters he 
viewed Elders’ departure as a 
“very positive development for 
American families,” accused her 
of trying to put “condoms in the 
pockets of everyone in the com¬ 
munity,” and called her “an 
albatross around the neck of the 
Clinton administration.” 

“This is a good decision on 
the part of the president, and 
I’m sure he’ll take this opportu¬ 
nity to appoint somebody whose 
values are more in line with 
most Americans, particularly on 
the issue of legalizing drugs,” 
said former marijuana experi¬ 
menter and House Speaker-elect 
Newt Gingrich. 

Gingrich, who officially 
assumes the speaker’s post 
January 4, has in the past sin¬ 
gled out Elders as part of what 
he calls “the counterculture” 
perpetuated by the Clinton 
administration. 

The GOP lawmakers said 
they hoped Clinton’s decision 
was more than a symbolic ges¬ 


ture to appease the new 
Republican order in Congress, 
as well as members of his own 
party, who told Clinton this 
week he has moved too far to 
the left. 

Republican Representative 
Bill Goodling of Pennsylvania, 
incoming chairman of the 
House Education and Labor 
Committee, had no praise for 
Clinton, expressing skepticism 
about the president’s apparent 
effort to be more centrist. 

“The president announced 
this week that he was going to 
be a centrist president,” he said. 
“Obviously the moves he’s 
made in the White House are an 
attempt to convince the 
American people that is true. 

“However, this is the same 
rhetoric he used when cam¬ 
paigning for office, and then he 
selected Cabinet members who 
did not reflect his rhetoric.” 

The White House said 
Elders’ last day as the nation’s 
chief medical officer would be 
December 31. 

Kate Michelman, president 
of the National Abortion and 
Reproductive Rights Action 
League, was quick to defend 
Elders and criticize the incom¬ 
ing GOP Congress, saying the 
surgeon general has been “a 
forceful and courageous advo¬ 
cate for preventing unplanned 
pregnancies and making abor¬ 
tion necessary. 

“Some of her public com¬ 
ments made her a lightning rod 
for the radical right, but her 
strong advocacy of combating 
AIDS and reducing the high rate 
of teen pregnancy will be 
missed, especially as the new 
leadership of Congress takes a 
hard turn to the right,” 
Michelman said. 

David Condliffe, executive 
director of the Drug Policy 
Foundation, issued a statement 
on behalf of the surgeon gen¬ 
eral, saying she “pulls no 
punches. Unfortunately, that 
attitude appears to be no 
longer welcome as the White 
House repositions itself for the 
Newt era. 

“President Clinton knows 
what a tough, good woman he 
got rid of today,” he said. 
“Joycelyn Elders had the 
courage to say things that need¬ 
ed to be said.” V 


Dem Bigwigs: Bring us 
The Head of Joycelyn Elders

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Democratic Representative 
Dave McCurdy of Oklahoma 
acknowledged Friday, Decem¬ 
ber 9 he and two Democratic 
senators at a Tuesday White 
House meeting had urged 
President Clinton to fire Surgeon 
General Joycelyn Elders. 

McCurdy, the chairman of 
the Democratic Leadership 
Council, told United Press 
International he received no 
commitment at the time from 
Clinton, and that he also was not 
aware then of the now-publi¬ 
cized comments regarding mas¬ 
turbation that Elders had made 
the previous week in New York. 

“I was surprised that it came 
so quickly,” McCurdy told UPI, 
“but I think the president acted 
appropriately, and I commend 
him for urging her resignation.” 

McCurdy declined to specu¬ 
late on whether the administra¬ 
tion, in citing comments Elders 
made more than one week earlier 
in response to a posed question, 
might have been awaiting a new 
reason to justify her removal. 

“I’m not going to speculate 
because we didn’t discuss specific 
comments at that time,” McCurdy 
said of the White House meeting 
Tuesday, which also involved 
Democratic Senators John Breaux 
of Louisiana and Sam Nunn of 
Georgia. 


“It was enough that we had 
raised concern” about Elders’ 
past record of statements on 
such controversial issues as 
birth control, teenage pregnancy 
and the legalization of drugs, 
McCurdy said. 

“I think he’s demonstrated 
that he’s going to act decisively 
to bring about change within the 
administration,” said McCurdy, 
who met Clinton on Tuesday 
after sharply criticizing the 
president earlier in the day in a 
speech at the Democratic 
Leadership Council’s annual 
conference. 

McCurdy had told the DLC, 
an association of conservative 
and centrist Democrats, that 
Clinton won election as a “mod¬ 
erate Democrat, a new 
Democrat, a DLC Democrat, but 
he governed as something else.” 

McCurdy, who lost last 
month to Republican James 
Inhofe in a bid to fill the Senate 
seat vacated by retiring 
Democratic Senator David 
Boren, blamed the widespread 
Democratic losses at least in 
part on an “administration that 
has pursued elements of a mod¬ 
erate and liberal agenda at the 
same time, to the great confu¬ 
sion of the American people.” 

The White House said Friday 
that Clinton asked for and 
received the resignation of 
Elders after learning a news 
magazine was publishing com¬ 


ments she made about teaching 
masturbation as a less risky 
form of sex. 

Elders delivered a speech 
December 1 in New York at 
World AIDS Day and was asked 
afterward whether she would 
promote masturbation as a safe 
alternative to risky sex. 

“In regard to masturbation, I 
think that is something that is a 
part of human sexuality and a 
part of something that perhaps 
should be taught,” Elders said in 
the transcript of the session pro¬ 
vided by the White House. 

“Dr. Elder’s public state¬ 
ments reflecting differences 
with administration policy and 
my own convictions have made 
it necessary for her to tender her 
resignation,” Clinton said in a 
written statement. 

McCurdy said he and the sen¬ 
ators suggested other personnel 
changes Tuesday to Clinton, but 
declined to identify them by 
name. “We were urging that there 
be changes made in the White 
House staff and the Cabinet, and 
they needed to be decisive, and 
specifically mentioned Dr. 
Elders,” McCurdy said. 

“We did not at that meeting 
go into detail of comments or 
statements,” McCurdy said. “It 
was my recommendation, and I 
think supported by the senators, 
that changes had to be made, 
and she was one of those recom¬ 
mended.” ▼

Clinton administration is mistaken if they believe that 
changing the window dressing will make their radi¬ 
cally anti-family proposals any more acceptable to the 
American people,” said Gary Bauer, president of the 
Family Research Council. 

Reaction from the lesbian and gay community was 
overwhelmingly negative. 

‘This represents a setback in our efforts for an 
open and honest dialog about the AIDS epidemic and 
education to our young people on their sexual health 
issues,” said Cornelius Baker, director of public poli¬ 
cy with the National Association of People With 
AIDS (NAPWA). “It also represents that the President 
is not willing to defend a progressive agenda on 
AIDS. 

“The issue becomes, ‘should children be taught 
about the range of sexual behavior?’ And obviously 
the President is saying, ‘no, children should not.’ 
That, to me, is unacceptable.” 

“Elders is a loss to anyone concerned about 
rational public health policy,” said Mario 
Cooper, president of the AIDS Action Council 
and political insider who managed the 1992 
Democratic National Convention. “She is a med¬ 
ical doctor who has the real hands-on experience 
and she always spoke from that hands-on experi¬ 
ence. 

“In this country, that is the reality of too many 
teenagers getting pregnant, too many teenagers get¬ 
ting AIDS, and too many adults trying to cover every¬ 
one’s ears.” 

Clinton’s sacrificing of Elders is sure to have a 
chilling effect elsewhere. Cooper observed, “If I were 
people like [Health and Human Services Secretary] 
Donna Shalala and [new AIDS czar] Patsy Fleming, I 
think I would feel a little colder. 

“She was the only person in the administration that 
wasn’t afraid to talk about sex and to talk about AIDS 
issues,” said Steve Michael, with ACT UP 
Washington. He is preparing to challenge Clinton in 
1996 Democratic primaries to raise the issue of AIDS. 
“It is war on lack of a sane AIDS policy.” 


Black humor and outrage interspersed online dis¬ 
cussion of the firing. 

“I tried masturbating once, but I never came,” one 
writer attributed to the President. 

“Clinton will probably clarify his position by 
rejecting teaching masturbation in school, but a 
moment of silent masturbation may be acceptable,” 
wrote BikerTom. 

“All he [Clinton] has done is ruin his chances by 
turning off the people who would have voted for him 


if he had shown more guts,” said Azcandraz. 

GFBarfield wrote: “If we sell our votes as cheaply 
this next election as we did to the Democrats in ’92, 
we will continue, very sadly, to get exactly the kind of 
government we deserve.” 

GeoffDalTX was even more adamant: “I will vote 
for Adolph Hitler before I will vote for Clinton. It’s 
better to have your enemy in office than to have some¬ 
one who pretends to be your friend and then stabs you 
in the back.”

Because A1 Murray of the 
district attorney’s office initially 
offered an objection to Greene’s 
release to the family home, rec¬ 
ommending instead that she be 
placed in a hospice, Gyemant put 
off her final decision on the mat¬ 
ter until Friday, December 16. 

But Dennis Collins, who 
called the Bay Area Reporter 
from the D.A.’s office to 
respond to queries about the 
exact reasons for the objections, 
said he was researching the mat¬ 
ter and indicated it was quite 
possible Smith would order the 
objections withdrawn. 

Collins indicated late 
Tuesday that the district attor¬ 
ney’s office had spoken to 
Greene’s mother and the district 
attorney would be willing to do 
“whatever is best for the family.” 

Moreover, Collins said Smith 
was “very, very concerned 
about her health and happiness.” 
The D.A.’s office could be 
expected to do “what is best for 
both Cynthia and her mother.” 

Greene was represented in 
the courtroom Tuesday by 
Attorney Allison Hardy of the 
prison law office. Subsequently, 
Hardy avoided public comment 
on the matter. 

Greene, 41, who is rapidly 
wasting away, was released 
from Chowchilla Prison to 
Merced Community Medical 
Center for a blood transfusion 
late last week, according to 
information provided to the Bay 
Area Reporter by Miriam 
Berman of the ACT UP San 
Francisco Prison’s Committee. 

Berman, a member of the 
Coalition to Support Women 
Prisoners at Chowchilla, initial¬ 


ly called Murray’s objections 
and recommendations on 
Tuesday “disgusting and horri¬ 
ble.” She has since declined all 
further comment, for fear of 
jeopardizing Greene’s chances 
on Friday. 

Greene is unable to get out of 
bed and is extremely ill, Berman 
said in a preliminary interview. 
The information was confirmed 
by Judy Greenspan, also of the 
Coalition to Support Women’s 
Prisoners at Chowchilla. “I just 
pray there’s no problem there,” 
Greenspan said earlier in the 
week, before Murray’s objec¬ 
tions and Smith’s subsequent 
commitment to help Greene. 

The prisoner’s devout Baptist 
mother, Ann Greene, said her 
daughter had received four pints 
of blood and was unable to 
walk. However, she said, “She’s 
doing a little better, thank God.” 
She, too, was reluctant to say 
anything on the record after 
Tuesday’s court session because 
she feared she might jeopardize 
her daughter’s case. 

Ann Greene did express her 
gratitude to Gomez for taking 
his action, however belatedly, 
and said, “He signed, thank 
God, and I don’t want to look 
back. I want to look forward.” 

The Coalition to Support 
Women Prisoners at Chowchilla 
maintains that the continued 
incarceration of dying prisoners 
is a waste of taxpayer money. 

“Prisoners with AIDS need 
medical care and compassionate 
release, not wasteful, expensive 
incarceration,” Berman said at 
the end of October, when 
Greene’s release became an 
issue. The coalition at that time 
challenged the state legislature 
to generate an early release pol¬ 
icy for all prisoners who are 
dying. ▼

almost $100,000, equivalent to 
more than a quarter of the origi¬ 
nal amount of the trust - and 
invested the sale proceeds in the 
stock market, which brought in 
a return of less than two percent 
of the investment. 

The suit also notes the 
trustee refused to pay the cash 
gift to Wilson for 13 months; 
failed to take any action to 
ascertain comparable or equiva¬ 
lent housing accommodations 
for the displaced man; and 
wrongfully and arbitrarily set up 
a monthly stipend that totaled 
only 57 percent of the replace¬ 
ment housing costs. 

The trustee also refused to 
pay his late brother’s credit card 
bills and saddled Wilson with 
the debts. 

According to the lawsuit, the 
trustee’s actions were part of a 
“hidden agenda” to squeeze 
Wilson out of the estate plan. 

According to the lawsuit filed 


by attorneys Daniel Murphy and 
Amanda Ebey, the trustee’s 
defenses are “shocking in nature.” 

“I have no comment on the 
lawsuit because of pending liti¬ 
gation,” Murphy said. 

One of Causey’s defenses, 
according to the suit, is his 
claim that he didn’t realize that 
Wilson was ill. Another is that a 
claim against the trust existed 
because of a vague family debt. 

The complaint filed with the 
bar charges that Witherspoon used 
an actuarial life expectancy table 
for a healthy 36-year-old male as 
the basis to reduce trust payments 
for Wilson’s housing, despite his 
imminent death, asserting that a 
reduction of benefits would 
extend the life of the payments. 

According to a spokes¬ 
woman for the State Bar of 
California, once a complaint is 
received, the attorney is contact¬ 
ed and an investigator is 
assigned to the case. 

If the investigator finds vio¬ 
lations of state bar regulations, 
the case is assigned to the State 
Bar Court for judicial action. T

The Best Policy

O zzie could tell bad 
news was in the air 
when she got back 
from work and found 
her partner Harriet having tea 
in the kitchen with their 
upstairs neighbor, George. 

“Why the long faces? You 
guys just find out about our ex¬ 
surgeon general?” she asked. 

Harriet delivered the news: 
“George got turned down 
today. They won’t let him have 
the human growth hormone.” 

“Why not?” Ozzie asked. 
“Won’t his doctor go for it? It’s 
obvious he needs it.” Indeed, 
George not only had “the look” 
- the distinctive hollow cheeks 
and starved appearance of a 
PWA with advanced wasting 
syndrome - but he was getting 
perilously close to falling 
beneath the “critical mass” 
needed to stay alive. When 
body weight falls to about two- 
thirds of its “pre-morbid” level, 
it is generally a sign that (as the 
medical literature puts it) 
“death is imminent.” 

“It’s not my doctor - it’s the 
FDA,” George explained. 
“They won’t let the manufac¬ 
turer give it to PWAs. They say 
they’re worried about it being 
abused by weightlifters who 
want a legal steroid.” He held 
up his matchstick arms. “Do I 
look like a renegade 
weightlifter? The only way to 
get it is to order it from Canada 


at a cost of about a thousand 
dollars a month. 

“I may be desperate; I’d 
have to be to drink this glop 
(he gestured to a half-glass of 
shit-colored “food supplement” 
sitting in front of him) “but I’m 
not that rich. I don’t know what 
to do.” 

Pushing hormones 

Conversation was brought to 
a halt by the noisy entrance of 
Elroy, Ozzie’s seven-year-old 
son, and Myron, George’s 
domestic partner (and, although 
this fact was not widely publi¬ 
cized, Elroy’s biological 
father). 

“Hi, honey. How did your 
doctor’s appointment go?” 
Harriet asked Elroy, who just 
pouted as he pulled off his jack¬ 
et. 

“Doctor Hibbard told me I 
was too small!” he complained, 
and stamped angrily out of the 
room.

“Well, don’t keep us in sus¬ 
pense, Har.

“Let’s just say that it’s one 
that will make us happy, and 
Doctor Hibbard happy, and 
whoever is pushing hormones to 
short kids happy,” she said. ‘The

Dr. Kickback 

A week later Ozzie and 
Myron showed up at the spe¬ 
cialist’s office with Elroy in 
tow.

Ozzie fidgeted in the 
dress she had borrowed for the 
occasion from George’s exten¬ 
sive collection. She hadn’t 
worn one since her sister’s 
wedding five years ago, and 
now she was remembering 
exactly why.

His old 
Marine T-shirt (with the slogan: 
“Kill ’Em All - Let God Sort 
’Em Out” on it) was a good 
start, but his long blond pony 
tail compromised the effect. 
Finally they’d wrapped it up as 
tight as they could and tucked it 
under a “No Fat Chicks” base¬ 
ball hat. 

The result was so convinc¬ 
ing that Ozzie was almost 
ashamed to be seen in public 
with him.

Only Elroy 
was dressed in his usual garb; 
however, the medical records 
his mother presented to the spe¬ 
cialist had been doctored, rais¬ 
ing his age from seven to nine 
years.

He 
beamed genially as he leafed 
through the file that lay open on 
his desk. “Pleased to meet you, 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith,” he said. 
Ozzie flinched upon being 
addressed as “Mrs. Smith,” but 
the doctor didn’t notice. “I can 
see why Dr. Hibbard referred 
you. Poor Elroy here is clearly 
undersized for his age.” 

“I am not," Elroy said, but 
the specialist just chuckled 
patronizingly. 

“Elroy’s very upset about all 
this,” Ozzie explained, playing 
her role as docile, suspicious 
hausfrau. “Is this treatment 
really necessary? Wasn’t there 
some scandal in the papers 
about this product, Dr. 
Kickback?” 

“Um, that’s ‘Kechbuch,’ 
Mrs. Smith,” he corrected. “I 
assure you my sole concern is 
your child’s well-being. This 
product has been in use for 
some time and is known to be 
completely safe. And consider 
the possible psychological 
effects on your son of being 
smaller than everyone else in 
his class at school.” 

Myron saw his cue and 
broke in. “You mean he might 
end up a sissy?” he asked. “We 
can’t risk that. My son is going 
to grow up to be a man’s man, 
if you know what I mean.

Could we have the injections 
administered by our own doc¬ 
tor?”

We 
need the records for our 
research, you see.” In fact, he 
was worried about too many 
doctors homing in on the sweet 
deal. 

“Oh, we’ll be glad to have 
our doctor fill out those forms 
and send them to you. Won’t 
that be good enough?” she 
asked. 

Kechbuch hesitated, greed 
held in check by fear. Then a 
loud-engined car squealed into 
the driveway, skidded noisily, 
and finally crashed loudly into 
some nearby immovable 
object. The doctor closed his 
eyes and rubbed his temples. A 
moment later an outer door 
slammed and his intercom 
squawked. “Daddy, I’ve 
scratched the Jag again. What’s 
the number for the body shop?”

“Let me just write 
out your son’s prescription 
right now. See my receptionist 
about the insurance forms and 
don’t forget to send in that data 
I mentioned earlier.” He scrib¬ 
bled out the scrip and passed it 
over. “I look forward to hearing 
from your sisters.” 

Research 

Later that day a new clerk at 
FakeCare HMO studied a fax 
stapled to a purchase order. 
“What’s this check to Dr. 
Kechbuch for five hundred dol¬ 
lars for?” he asked his supervi¬ 
sor. 

“Just write ‘research’ on the 
memo and send it off,” she told 
him. 

“Research? What kind of 
research does insurance pay 
for?” the clerk persisted. 

“You could say they’re 
researching just how far a 
greedy doctor will stoop in pur¬ 
suit of kickbacks. Or you could 
say they’re researching just 
how dumb the FDA is. But if 
you’re smart, you won’t say 
anything at all, if you want to 
get ahead in this business.”

“Honesty may be the best 
policy in theory,” she said, “but 
in practice a little deception 
tends to pay out bigger benefits.”

Thalidomide: A New Therapy for AIDS Wasting

Thalidomide, a mild sedative used in the late fifties, 
has again appeared in medical research as a possible ther¬ 
apy for AIDS. Despite the drug’s notorious history and 
debilitating effects, it may redeem itself as a treatment 
for certain AIDS-related conditions, and perhaps for HIV 
itself. If the drug proved efficacious in AIDS, it could be 
a breakthrough in treatment, because it is inexpensive, 
fast-acting, and potentially readily available. 

In the 1960s, doctors learned that even a small dose of 
thalidomide could cause horrific malformations of limbs 
and internal organs in fetuses of mothers who had taken 
the drug during pregnancy. Studies in the late fifties had 
shown contradictory results in studies of animal terato¬ 
genicity (fetal malformation). No one knew about human 
teratogenicity for sure; nevertheless, outbreaks of birth 
defects were reported. Thalidomide had been (and still 
is) prescribed in some countries for a complication of 
leprosy, and it was sold over the counter in Europe; but 
the FDA banned the drug in the U.S., preventing wide¬ 
spread birth defects here. 

In the AIDS epidemic 30 years later, a study led by Dr. 
Gilla Kaplan (at Rockefeller University in New York) 
tested thalidomide as an AIDS treatment, first in the test 
tube, and then in about a dozen patients in New York City 
and Thailand. The idea was to see if the drug could 
reduce excessive levels of TNF (tumor necrosis factor), a 
substance being studied as a possible contributor to wast¬ 
ing, fevers, and Kaposi’s sarcoma in AIDS, and which 
also may accelerate disease progression by stimulating 
HIV itself. 

Kaplan will not release the results in people, appar¬ 
ently not even to leading scientists, pending publication 
in a medical journal; but over a year ago. Time magazine 
reported that some of the patients dually diagnosed with 
tuberculosis and HIV “gained between 10 and 30 pounds 
and their fevers had disappeared” after four to six weeks 
of the drug. Kaplan has stated that the report was “pre¬ 
liminary,” but did not deny the results. {Time, page 49, 


July 12, 1993.) ACT UP Golden Gate considers it uncon¬ 
scionable that the rest of the information has been with¬ 
held so long, thereby delaying development of thalido¬ 
mide. 

Thalidomide has also shown good results in treating 
wasting syndrome in a small, placebo-controlled study in 
Mexico City, reported in October 1994 at the Infectious 
Diseases Society of America conference in Orlando, 
Florida. A total of 18 patients who had lost at least ten 
percent of their body weight completed this study. Nine 
patients received thalidomide for 12 weeks, and six of 
them gained weight; but of the nine who received place¬ 
bo, none gained weight. 

Numerous studies in the late 80s/early 90s showed 
that thalidomide is effective in eliminating certain apht¬ 
hous ulcers of the mouth, esophagus, and stomach in the 
HIV-infected. It was also found to help in treatment of 
tuberculosis - probably by having a direct effect on the 
immune system. And a study by Wood and Proctor 
showed that 50 percent of patients with chronic graft vs. 
host disease (in persons who have received transplants) 
improved clinically when treated with thalidomide - 
which also suggests that the drug should be studied for 
treatment of certain complications of HIV disease. 

Recently ACT UP interviewed Sol Barer, president of 
Celgene, a New Jersey manufacturer of thalidomide. He 
said the small company is “eager and committed to 
developing thalidomide for AIDS.” Celgene’s trials of 
thalidomide for AIDS-related wasting are now accruing 
in six sites nationwide, including two Bay Area sites. 
This trial is an eight-week, placebo-controlled study of 
people with AIDS-related wasting. Two-thirds of the vol¬ 
unteers will receive thalidomide. 

Volunteers will also be allowed to use AZT, ddl, ddC, 
d4T, and 3TC, and to use testosterone replacement ther¬ 
apy, another potential treatment for wasting. 

According to Dr. Morris Schambelan, an endocrinol¬ 
ogist at San Francisco General Hospital, which is a site 
for this trial, the first volunteers should receive the drug 
by mid-January. Call Wendy Padgett at SFGH, (415) 
206-3319, or Claire Ginesi R.N., OCN at the Marin 


County HIV Clinic, (415) 499-7377. 

Thalidomide’s notorious reputation - as well as the 
typical problems in AIDS drug research and development 
- may seriously delay its testing and availability. But, 
according to Dr. Kathy Mulligan, a researcher at San 
Francisco General Hospital, “Thalidomide is a safe and 
relatively benign drug.” And the drug is old and well- 
researched; Barer said that people have used thalidomide 
for as long as 20 years with no side effects. And, in con¬ 
trast to most AIDS drugs, it is affordable enough to have 
been widely used in developing countries for years. 

Neuropathy can be a problem, especially at higher 
doses or in long-term therapy. But the biggest concern, of 
course, is making sure that the drug is not used by preg¬ 
nant women. Barer said it is up to the physician writing 
the prescription to warn that the drug can cause birth 
defects - which, he noted, are also caused by other drugs 
such as Accutane. 

Underground access to thalidomide is problematic. 
The FDA has threatened Healing Alternatives 
Foundation in San Francisco and the PWA Health Group 
in New York (both of which are AIDS buyer’s clubs), 
telling them not to sell underground thalidomide, which 
can be obtained abroad. The FDA has allowed use of 
thalidomide for treatment of leprosy, and it has an emer¬ 
gency release program for AIDS-related aphthous ulcers; 
however, one cannot get the drug through this program 
for treating AIDS-related wasting. Donald Pohl from the 
FDA has replied to this issue by saying, “There isn’t 
enough data to support treatment for wasting.” 

As people wait for trial data to come out of 
Rockefeller, meanwhile, both they and time waste away. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate will support buyer’s clubs if 
they decide to sell thalidomide, and come to their defense 
in case of FDA intrusion. ▼

her in a horrifying web of drugs and raunchy gay sex. Friends 
say O.J. Simpson’s Catholic wife was riddled with guilt as she 
plunged into a sordid lifestyle filled with wild parties and les¬ 
bian flings - the first with kiss-and-tell author Faye Resnick. 

‘“Faye wasn’t her only woman,’ a friend reveals. ‘Nic had 
two other women and was terrified because she started to 
enjoy these encounters. She still liked men, but found she was 
becoming more attracted to women. Nic was raised Catholic 
and believed that drinking, drug-taking and lesbianism are 
against God. Eventually she couldn’t stand the fact that she 
was breaking every law in the Bible. She was convinced that 
unless she changed her lifestyle, she was going straight to 
hell.’” 

Reportedly Nicole told Hollywood psychic John Cohan, 
whom the Examiner identifies as “one of the last people the 
tormented beauty confided in before she was murdered,” that 
she was going to the Reverend Dr. Robert Schuller of Crystal 
Cathedral fame, for help under an assumed name. “Cohan 
says Nicole also had glowing things to say about Schuller. 
She believed he had the power to turn her into a reborn 
Christian,” the tabloid says. “He builds my feelings of self- 
worth and self-esteem. His gift of love and grace has eased 
my pain.” 

Michael Nason, a spokesperson for Schuller, would neither 
confirm nor deny whether Nicole Brown Simpson had ever 
been counseled by the famous minister, was a part of the con¬ 
gregation, or attended church services. “We would never, ever 
disclose or discuss who is or who isn’t receiving counseling,” 
Nason said in a November 29 phone interview. 

However, a church staffer who asked not to be identified 
later said that although many staffers were familiar with the 
Examiner story, no one at the Cathedral knew anything about 
Simpson’s alleged counseling sessions. The staffer also point¬ 
ed out that if Simpson used the fake name of “Susan” as indi¬ 
cated in the story, then she might have passed unnoticed. 


Besides, the staffer said, she wasn’t really famous or easily 
recognizable until after the murder, so she might have been 
involved with group counseling sessions and no one would 
know since group sessions are anonymous like Alcoholics 
Anonymous. The staffer could not say if Schuller led those 
sessions. 

Although Nason could not specifically talk about any pos¬ 
sible link between Schuller and Simpson, or how the minister 
would have counseled Simpson regarding her supposed les¬ 
bian affairs, he did want to convey that neither Schuller nor 
anyone connected with the Crystal Cathedral is homophobic 
- as long as gays are willing to take the “sex” out of “homo¬ 
sexuality.” 

“We do not condone active homosexuality. We understand 
the problems people face at various times with it. We wel¬ 
come those who are abstinent from sexual contact with mem¬ 
bers of the same sex,” Nason says, adding that Schuller coun¬ 
sels from his own personal beliefs both after 40 years as a 
minister and his scriptural beliefs. “But he is not homophobic. 
You would never find the doctor using the pulpit for political 
or social agendas. I think that’s why so many people come to 
trust and respect him. He’s trying to deal with self-esteem and 
self-worth.” 

Schuller would never reject anyone who thought homo¬ 
sexuality was natural. And, Nason says, he would “never try 
to turn anyone into a reborn Christian - he would love it if it 
were to occur - but he doesn’t want to put notches in his gun 
to see how many people he can convert. 

“He leaves that up to others.” 

As a kind of personal testimony to the non-homophobic 
atmosphere at the Crystal Cathedral, Nason told of a minister 
on staff whose late-20s gay son died of AIDS. “It was one of 
the finest moments on the ministers’ staff. The ministers came 
together to help support and give hope to their fellow minis¬ 
ter during the death and dying period. It drew a lot of people 
together in the congregation. It impacted us all very personal¬ 
ly,” Nason told the B.A.R. “I do know that when you experi¬ 
ence someone who has died of AIDS it transcends politics and 
social agendas.” T

Technique 

May 

Reduce 

Breast 

Biopsies

An imaging technique that 
lights up breast cancers may 
drastically reduce the number 
of fruitless biopsies following 
suspicious mammogram 
results, according to a 
California researcher. 

A preliminary study of the 
technique, led by a Harbor- 
UCLA Medical Center 
researcher, indicates the $600 
procedure may reduce by at 
least 50 percent the number of 
breast biopsies that are per¬ 
formed searching for cancer. 

Annual savings in the United 
States could be an estimated 
$150 million, if larger studies 
bear out the early results, said 
the researcher. Dr. Iraj 
Khalkahali, chief of the medical 
center’s breast imaging section 
and director of outpatient radi¬ 
ology services in Torrance, 
California. 

A harmless amount of a 
radioactive isotope, known as a 
tracer - approved for the detec¬ 
tion of coronary artery disease - 
is injected in the arm. The trac¬ 
er accumulates in cancer cells, 
causing them to light up during 
the imaging process called 
nuclear medicine breast imag¬ 
ing. 

The cost of a typical breast 
biopsy is $3,000 to $5,000 per 
patient, compared to $600 for 
the test. 

Breast cancer is assuming 
epidemic proportions in the les¬ 
bian community. ▼

Susan Hawthorne Has One Foot on Earth, the Other in the Cosmos 

The Big Spin

view the other day, I was sur¬ 
prised by her chipper demeanor 
and fiery blue eyes. This was the 
woman who wrote a novel about 
ancient myth, modem physics, 
epilepsy, and a journey through 
the desert? I guess I expected a 
somber woman who looked like 
she understood the inner work¬ 
ings of black holes. 

She declined the mint tea I 
offered, explaining she’d just 
had a coffee. A quick look at the 
work Hawthorne has accom¬ 
plished in recent years affirms 
that this is a hardworking, deep¬ 
thinking caffeinated woman. 
Hawthorne’s press, Spinifex, 
which she owns with Renate 
Klein, has been in business only 
since 1991, yet it already boasts 
a list of 36 published titles. She 
also has authored or edited eight 
books in the last 10 years. 

Hawthorne’s novel. The 
Falling Woman (Spinifex), has 
an enormously wide scope. 
When I first picked up the book 
I was skeptical, even frightened, 
of its themes. The book jacket 
announces, “The Falling 
Woman memorably dramatizes 
a desert journey in which two 
women confront ancient and 
modern myths ranging from the 
Garden of Eden to the mystique 
of epilepsy to the mysteries of 
the universe itself.” 

Wow, I thought. This was 
going to be some read. 

Cosmological ring 

The story is about two lovers, 
Estella (whose name shifts to 
Stella and Estelle throughout the 
book) and Olga, who journey 
across the Australian desert. A 
number of physical challenges 
confront the two women and 
make their story interesting. 
Their truck gets stuck in sand, 
Estella nearly drowns, they 
climb great rocky outcroppings, 
and they encounter snakes. But 
the real story follows from the 
revelations of their personal 
lives, particularly in Estella’s 
deepening understanding of her 
epilepsy and its meaning in her 
world. 

Though Hawthorne’s prose 
threatens to gallop off every 


page, perhaps because of the 
sheer grandness of her thinking, 
she manages, nevertheless, to 
make surprisingly uncomplicat¬ 
ed connections among her 
themes. Primarily, it’s the sim¬ 
plicity of this journey that 
focuses the tale. Because the 
story is grounded in a natural¬ 
ist’s observations of the world - 
the desert’s flora, fauna, and 
geology - the reader never feels 
lost amid the heavy ideas. Even 
the references to mythology and 
physics are accessible. The 
reader can make connections or 
not; the story is absorbing either 
way. 

Hawthorne never reveals 
why the two women are jour¬ 
neying, nor where they are 
going. “What bothers me about 
traditional myth stories,” 
Hawthorne commented, “is that 
you have to do it alone, over¬ 
come on your own. There are 
some traditional Aboriginal sto¬ 
ries that talk about sisters jour¬ 
neying across the land. I wanted 
a journey that wasn’t an alone 
journey. One where two women 
shared the experience and grew 
through it. The purpose is that 
they are journeying towards the 
center - physically to the center 


of Australia and emotionally to 
the center.” 

Though this is a dreamy 
book, it avoids New Age simpli¬ 
fications. The rich backdrop of 
scientific information keeps the 
tone contemporary and prevents 
the reader from drawing easy 
answers. 

I couldn’t help asking 
Hawthorne if she sat around 
reading physics texts for plea¬ 
sure. She admitted that she did. 
She has also spent a number of 
years reading myths from many 
cultures. “I have a fascination 
with the intersection between 
myth and physics,” said 
Hawthorne. “When I read 
myths, I find things reflected in 
contemporary physics. The 
metaphor of the black hole is a 
very apt one in terms of the 
experience of epilepsy.” 

Multiple meanings 

Susan Hawthorne and Renate 
Klein’s press, Spinifex, pub¬ 
lished The Falling Woman. 
Hawthorne defines Spinifex as a 
radical feminist publishing 
house. Half to two-thirds of its 
authors are Australian and the 
rest come from the U.S., 
Canada, India, and the Pacific. 


There are no simple answers 
for Hawthorne, who has an 
affinity for multiple meanings. 
When I asked what Spinifex 
meant, she smiled apologetical¬ 
ly and answered, “Spinifex is 
Australian for good books.” 
Then she got down to her real 
answer. “Spinifex is a desert 
grass that holds the earth 
together. And it’s fairly prick¬ 
ly.” She thought a minute, and 
added, “The word also conjures 
spinning and spinsters, though 
those associations were acci¬ 
dental.” 

I had the feeling she could 
have spun a dozen more 
answers to what Spinifex meant. 
The company recently has pub¬ 
lished her The Spinifex Quiz 
Book: A Book of Women ’s 
Answers, a fun book that sets the 
record straight on certain issues 
in women’s lives and history, as 
well as Australia for Women, a 
travel and culture book she co¬ 
edited with Renate Klein. 

If spinifex is a prickly desert 
grass that holds the earth togeth¬ 
er, then Spinifex is a press that 
perfectly suits Hawthorne’s 
work. The Falling Woman is a 
big book that’ll make your head 
spin. T

The Eternal Holiday Dance 

Nutcrackermania

n the days before movies, 
the opera house was the 
great home of theatrical spe- 
' cial effects, stage illusions, 
fantasies come to life. Dragons 
emerged from the mists in 
Wagner; ghosts of dead lovers 
flitted across the stage in Giselle. 
The Nutcracker, which had its 
premiere in St. Petersburg in 1892 
at the Tsar’s Imperial Theater, is 
one of our strongest links to the 
kind of mind-blowing theatrical 
fantasies our great-grandparents 
saw as young people, and were 
haunted by for years after. Even 
today, I can get shivers at San 
Francisco Ballet’s production of 
The Nutcracker, when Clara starts 
to dream and the stage picture 
begins to swell, the Christmas tree 
starts to grow and grow and 
becomes gigantic, and the toys 
under it emerge life-sized. 

I’ve seen it a number of times, 
but the emotions contained in it 
mean so much to me, I can never 
see it without wanting to believe it. 
It makes me homesick: our family 
Christmas parties in New Orleans 
were a lot like this, with mysteri¬ 
ous customs, armies of cousins 
and great-aunts you scarcely knew 
- “the sofa people,” they called 
themselves - and amazing food, 
exquisite little cakes. As a gay man 
with no children, seeing The 
Nutcracker could make me feel 
bereft, like I’d lost that world - 
except that I can identify with 
Clara’s childless Uncle Drossel- 
meyer, who gives her the nutcrack¬ 
er doll and is her mentor, her guide 
into the world of dreams. It’s my 
job in the family to help my broth¬ 
ers’ kids with things their parents 
don’t know about. 

Like A Christmas Carol, the 
other great embodiment of the 
Christmas spirit. The Nutcracker 
is built upon the relationship 
between a rich, childless, spooky 
older man and a child who is at a 
crossroads in life. Tiny Tim is 
dying and Scrooge gives the 
money that saves his life. Clara’s 
godfather Drosselmeyer is rich 
in a different way: he is rich in 
lore, he knows how things tick. 
The difference is that A 
Christmas Carol is Scrooge’s 
story - it is his inner transforma¬ 
tion that we experience - while 
in The Nutcracker it is Clara’s 
hopes and fears, her inner jour¬ 
ney that we follow. 

Since every ballet school 
with 12 girls studying pointe 
does a version of The 
Nutcracker, with canned music, 
there are lots of knock-offs 
around - and if you’ve got a 
niece dancing in one, go: you’ll 
see somebody who’s ennobled 
by the discipline, and your niece 
will be thrilled. There’s a lot of 
talent around, actually, and 
excellent training even in small 
schools. Marin Ballet, Peninsula 
Ballet and especially Oakland 
Ballet have some musical, imag¬ 
inative dancers who make a real 
stab at it. But there are only two 
heroic productions that promise 
to reach real levels of splendor: 
San Francisco Ballet’s (which 
opened this week and runs 
through New Year’s Eve), and a 
production never seen here 
before that’s coming from 
Russia to San Jose’s Performing 
Arts Center, December 20-24. 

Exhilarating movement 

The Nutcracker is not just 
for children; it’s about child¬ 


hood. Since we see events 
through a child’s eyes, it’s easy 
to think they’re trivial. But when 
Clara fights to save her nut¬ 
cracker, and actually kills the 
mouse king herself (she brains 
him with her shoe), she’s 
crossed a threshold into a world 
without fears, and all the exhila¬ 
rating dancing that follows is an 
articulation of this expansive 
feeling of freedom. 

The great productions all 
insist on telling the story; even 
George Balanchine, who hated 
unnecessary pantomime, staged 
a detailed party scene for his 
company in New York, and he 
played Drosselmeyer himself. 
It’s locked into Tchaikovsky’s 
music - the social dances, the 
magic swelling Christmas tree, 
the battle of the tin soldiers and 
the mice, and the transition to a 
realm of idealized beauty. The 
pure dancing is the natural flow¬ 
ering of Clara’s joy. Now the 
fantasy can take its perfect 
shape in dancing of crystalline 
clarity: the dazzling snow scene, 
the Sugar Plum Fairy’s jeweled 
movements, and group dances 
that explore a variety of roman¬ 
tic moods - sensuality, gusto, 
zest, hilarity, tenderness, 
majesty. It is rich, fantastic, 
noble, and at times almost 
unbearably grand. 

Balanchine was one of many 
Russian-emigre dancers who 
began transplanting ballet to the 
United States in the ’30s. Ten 
years before creating his own 
version, he consulted with 
Wiliam Christensen, who staged 
America’s first full-length 
Nutcracker at the San Francisco 
Opera House in 1944. 

San Francisco’s Nutcracker 
has some faults: the children’s 
choreography is too sentimen¬ 


tal, the old folks are made to 
look peculiarly ugly, and the 
Sugar Plum Fairy’s solo does 
not make sense. Furthermore, 
their Drosselmeyer is not a plau¬ 
sible enough person - he’s too 
stagey. Still, it’s a fantastic 
show: the Christmas party looks 
real, Clara is always well cast, 
the dance of the snowflakes is 
brilliant, the Russian dancers 
are over-the-top, with wildness 
like you find in Russian novels. 
Helgi Tomasson’s dancers are 
among the finest in the country. 

What will the Kirov Ballet’s 
production look like? No one I 
know knows, but the prospect of 
seeing them in San Jose is gen¬ 
erating a lot of excitement, even 
though they are bringing only 
20 dancers from St. Petersburg. 
(The rest will be coming from 
the Kirov’s satellite academy in 
Washington, D.C., which has 
been open since the end of the 
Cold War.) This is the company 
for which The Nutcracker was 
first created. This full-scale pro¬ 
duction will not be Ivanov’s 
original - it was drastically 
revised in 1934 by Vasily 
Vainonen. It will be fascinating 
to see what shape this essential¬ 
ly middle-class ballet came to 
take in the Soviet years, and to 
see the new young exemplars of 
the grand Kirov style. ▼

‘The America Play’ 

Mixed Messages

ith the West Coast premiere of 
- Suzan-Lori Parks’ The America Play 

at Theatre Artaud, it seems we’re 
being asked to surrender to some 
kind of sublime vision of the African-American 
in our society and history. Stunningly produced 
by Thick Descriptions and BRAVA!, and 
superbly directed by Tony Kelly, it certainly looks 
and feels profound, but its message is unclear. 

There isn’t much of a plot. A gravedigger 
named Bram Price, also known as The Foundling 
Father (Rhonnie Washington), dons the tradition¬ 
al garb of Abraham Lincoln - stovepipe hat, 
beard, block overcoat - and spends his day 
charging folks a penny to take one of his many 
pistols and shoot him while he pretends to be 
watching and laughing through a performance of 
Our American Cousin. That’s the first act. 

The second act opens with two new characters 
listening to the echoing sounds of a gunshot, 
Lucy (Edris Cooper), Bram Price’s widow, and 
their son Brazil (Brian Freeman). Lucy holds a 
large ear trumpet, which enables her to hear the 
profound words of her deceased husband, and 
Brazil digs for the effects that his father buried 
before he died. Whenever Brazil unearths some¬ 
thing (a bust of Lincoln or his father’s coat), he 
adds it to a collection of things they call “the hall 
of wonders.” Eventually, Lucy makes contact 
with her dead husband, who appears onstage 
again to give a brief eulogy before dying, this 
time for good. 

Somewhere in these two acts Parker attempts 
a reconfigured analysis of history. But whether 
she’s telling me that all my ideas about history 
are wrong or if all existing ideas of history are 
wrong, I can’t say. Maybe she’s saying some¬ 
thing entirely different. Somehow her philo¬ 
sophical ideas have become garbled in her 


attempts to infuse the play with the conflict nec¬ 
essary for narrative drama. 

Great production, cast 

Though I must report that I feel somewhat 
ambivalent about whatever message is behind 
The America Play, I can report that the produc¬ 
tion is superbly directed by Tony Kelly. He’s 
given a compelling physical life to the work 
despite the fact that Parks’ ideas remain elusive. 
The elegant and earthy production is exquisitely 
designed by Lyann Su’euga (scenery) and Rick 
Martin (scenery and lighting). As a whole, the 
production is so finely tuned that every moment 
manages to impress. 

Rhonnie Washington is masterful as The 
Foundling Father. He never fails to hold the audi¬ 
ence’s complete attention. Edris Cooper is also 
good, whether she’s bantering with Brazil or los¬ 
ing herself in a reverie of love for her late hus¬ 
band. She’s a pleasure to watch. If Brian 
Freeman’s Brazil comes across as exaggerated 
and clownish, that’s because his role calls for it. 

There is no question that Suzan Lori-Parks is a 
writer of consequence. Over the past several 
years this young African-American playwright 
has moved from relative obscurity to national 
prominence. Not too long ago she was a strug¬ 
gling writer working out of a small off-off 
Broadway theater in Brooklyn. Now she’s an 
associate artist at the Yale School of Drama. Her 
plays are unconventional in format but her writ¬ 
ing is polished. Though this current effort doesn’t 
coalesce into something meaningful for me, for 
others it may resonate on many levels. I can only 
hope so, because as physical productions go, this 
one is pretty provocative. ▼

When femmes talk, butches 
listen - or should. And so 
should everybody else. Peggy 
Sue, looking like leading-lady 
material for Faster Pussycat, 
Kill! Kill!, wanted to know 
“Why am I automatically put 
into the boy’s club because I 
have a foul mouth?” Or because 
she likes “to fight with her 
fists?” Clearly some conscious¬ 
ness-raising was in order. But 
the stereotypical femme she 


described as being “quiet, lady¬ 
like and submissive” sounded to 
some of us like a paper tigress. 
When Peggy Sue used the term 
femme-top, one lively member 
of the audience responded, “It’s 
redundant!” A lot of us clapped 
in agreement. 

Riding the Great Divide 

Martha Equinox, sometime 
auto-mechanic, psychic, 
astrologer and waitress, put the 
Great Femme/Butch Divide into 
perspective. Remembering the 
’50s “economic tyranny” that 
sent femmes into the secretarial 
pools while their butches moped 
at home and the ’70s “criminal¬ 
ization of femme behavior and 
drag,” Equinox preached toler¬ 
ance within the community. The 
herstory lesson was much 
appreciated and her timing was 
great, but what did she mean by 


the “receptive sensitivity of a 
femme and the compassionate 
competence of a butch?” Isn’t it 
the other way around? 

Dossie Easton, aka Scarlet 
Woman, was up about her “new 
red hair blazing in the sun.” 
Therapist by day, this mature 
femme galvanized us with a 
meticulously detailed tale of 
being fucked in the ass while 
clinging to a bedpost. It brought 
anal retentiveness to new poetic 
heights. “We’ll open everything 
there is and fuck it all!” she pro¬ 
claimed, flinging her arms up in 
high Gloria Swanson style. 

In that mystic intersection 
where flesh and 
consciousness collide, 
femmes get emotional 
and musical. A petite 
brunette with lots of 
hair and energy, Leslie 
did a lovelorn mono¬ 
logue in a black 
leather trenchcoat that 
proved riveting in its 
expressionistic intensi¬ 
ty. Segueing into a red 
slip and a guitar, she was 
joined by vocalist Carmen 
and violinist Dorothy to cre¬ 
ate strange, repetitive dishar¬ 
monies we didn’t get enough of. 

Food for thought and fantasy. 
Death On Heels 2 proves 
femme is a many-splendored

wrong way. These iconoclast 
babes break the Barbie barrier, 
revealing their femme mystique 
in all its wondrous shapes, sizes, 
colors, ages and hairstyles. 

In other words, be prepared 
for attitude. Emcees Jessica 
Patton and Chloe Ohme, who 
co-produced the show along 
with Lisi DeHaas, are walking 
tributes to neo-punk femme 
iconography. Ohme’s hair alone 
- a crimson tuft shooting up 
from a shaved head like a 
crown chakra in flames - is 
a work of art. Dressed in 
black, Ohme-the-icon 
signaled the evening’s 
color scheme: nearly 
everyone draped her¬ 
self in the colors of 
blood and night. 

Patton broke rank with 
a layered white and 
plaid ensemble. 


Fat Fury 

Sheer physical femme 
presence speaks louder than 
theory. April Miller, a self-iden¬ 
tified fat woman, was like the 
Venus de Willendorf with a pret¬ 
ty face and a red spaghetti-strap 
evening dress. Reading from 
pages of hand-held notes. Miller 
dissed the thin world in ways we 
needed to hear. Congratulating 
herself for her hard-earned 
“poise, self-respect and glam¬ 
our,” she imagined herself the 
“embodiment of your worst 
nightmare.” Who dared argue? 
Visions of Lililuokalani, the last 
reigning queen of Hawai’i, 
danced in my head. In some cul¬ 
tures, fat is the stuff of which 
royalty is made. 

Beautiful brown-skinned 
Alison Wright transported us to 
the harem baths in 1781 Istanbul 
with the aid of a red sheet and a 
big, wiggly hair wig. Using words 
like “nether lips” and her warm, 
cavernous laugh, Wright sold us 
on the relative pleasures of being 
cooped-up with 350 women well- 
versed in the art of love. It beat 
other forms of slavery.

When Camille Paglia Is Not Enough

Queer and Loathing: 
Rants and Raves of a 
Raging AIDS Clone by 
David B. Feinberg;

D avid B. Feinberg was 
alive when he com¬ 
piled his book of non¬ 
fiction essays and now 
he’s dead. He wrote about AIDS 
because it was killing him. 
Queer and Loathing: Rants and 
Raves of a Raging AIDS Clone 
proves how unnecessary authors 
are to their books once they’ve 
written them. Even without 
Feinberg living and breathing 
somewhere in Manhattan, his 
writing is mean, clean, relevant, 
irreverent, savvy, sassy and very 
much alive. As long as the rest 
of us have to go on living with 
AIDS, we may as well let him 
make us laugh - ‘til we cry - 
about it. 

Feinberg’s prose pulses with 
humor. A New York Jewish 
atheist, ACT UP activist, and 
keen observer, Feinberg 
explained his aesthetic at the 
1992 OutWrite conference: 
“I’m interested in the joke that 
makes you wince as you laugh 
or suppress a smile...that simul¬ 
taneously appeals and 
appalls...that catches you 
unaware, where your first 
response is to laugh and you 
immediately check yourself, 
ashamed.” He defined his comic 
ethics in this critical question: 


“Did the author try to share 
experiences and use humor to 
get closer to the bitter truth, or 
was the humor merely added to 
be outrageous?” 

The facts of life-with-AIDS 
are outrageous enough, as is. 
Feinberg practices the ACT 
UP/NY art of truth-telling, 
which owes a lot to Jewish 
humor, wherein a sense of the 
absurd is synonymous with 
humanity. Not that people 
shouldn’t get angry, but comic 
timing never hurt the telling of 
outrageous truths. All it takes is 
acute intelligence, fellow feeling 
and not a little chutzpah to trans¬ 
mute righteous rage into irony, 
sarcasm, and tragic comedy. 
Articulate and informative, the 
thirtysomething pieces in Queer 
and Loathing tell the reader a lot 
about our culture, through the 
AIDS glass, darkly funny.

Solstice Sister 

n her essay, “Columbus: 

Gone But Not Forgotten,” 

cultural critic bell hooks 

credits the Great White 
Father’s legacy as being funda¬ 
mental to the “white suprema¬ 
cist capitalist patriarchy” that 
oppresses and depresses us to 
this day. White supremacist cap¬ 
italist patriarchy remains hooks’ 
target throughout the 19 other 
essays in Outlaw Culture, 
whether she’s taking apart 
Madonna, Camille Paglia, 
RuPaul, Spike Lee, or chewing 
the fat with Ice Cube. However 
pop the icon she’s analyzing, 
hooks keeps her eyes on the 
prize, trying to get readers to 
see, “we must be willing to 
courageously surrender partic¬ 
ipation in whatever sphere of 
coercive hierarchical domina¬ 


tion we enjoy.” 

There’s no easy way to step 
off that hierarchy, which hooks 
believes must be actively aban¬ 
doned, not merely escaped 
from. Discussing the films The 
Bodyguard and The Crying 
Game in “What’s Passion Got 
To Do With It?” hooks goes to 
the heart of what might be 
called the San Francisco prob¬ 
lem. She warns that eroticism is 
merely a reactionary replace¬ 
ment for political struggle as 
“the place of connection. This is 
a very postmodern vision of 
desire, as the new place of trans¬ 
gression that eliminates the need 
for radical politics.” 

But radical politics of the 
identity kind, tending towards 
divisiveness, is no solution 
either: “Given that cultural fas¬ 
cism is on the rise, that there is 
such open demand for separatist 
politics, embracing notions of 
inclusion and exclusion, 
whether based on shared gender, 
race, or nationality, seriously 
impedes all progressive effort to 
create a culture where border 
crossing enables both the shar¬ 
ing of resources and the produc¬ 
tion of a culture of communal- 
ism and mutuality.” 

The answer, believe it or not, 
is love. Hooks’ last essay, “Love 
as the Practice of Freedom” 
cites Martin Luther King’s 
“decision to love” as the one 
viable foundation on which to 
build meaningful revolution. 
After all her tough-minded 
social critique, hooks’ final 
words come as a surprise: “The 
moment we choose to love we 
begin to move against domina¬ 
tion, against oppression...we 
begin to move towards freedom, 
to act in ways that liberate our¬ 
selves and others. That action is 
the testimony of love as the 
practice of freedom.” Sounds an 
awful lot like doing unto others 
as you would have them do unto 
you - which, come to think of it, 
might be an okay way to cele¬ 
brate the solstice. V

Sporting short, coifed hair, an elegant 
beige pants suit and a string of pearls 
around her neck, DeLaria looked posi¬ 
tively radiant when she appeared on the 
show last week. The only thing missing 
from her ensemble was that trademark 
nose ring. Ah, the compromises we make 
for stardom. 

Yet, unlike some lesbian comics 
who’ve hit the mainstream (that other 
Italian, but we won’t point fingers), 
DeLaria never compromised her sexual 
preference on the show. 

First, here’s the plot: In defending an 
innocent client who’s been charged with 
murder, attorney-at-law Ben Matlock 
attempts to find out who killed the host of 
a popular radio talk show. DeLaria, who 
plays Homicide Detective Pat Poletti, 
decides to help out. 

Now to the sex question. Actually, it’s 
never clear what Poletti’s preference is. 
She never says she’s gay. But she’s not 
straight either, even though at one point 
she does come on to Matlock - albeit jok¬ 
ingly. “You’re the guy I’ve been looking 
for,” she says to the old geezer with all 
the straight sultriness she can muster. 

Things really heat up when Matlock’s 
investigation leads him to a trendy 
Atlanta nightclub where “anything goes,” 
as Poletti says. Once inside the club, 
which appears to be predominantly gay, 
the camera pans to two women dancing 
together, one of whom has the word 
“ecstasy” tattooed across her exposed 
lower back. Two guys even hit on 
Matlock - a southern drag queen who 
calls herself Judy Gale (Kevin Garriss), 
and a club kid named Tim (Kevin Scott 
Warner). 

Of course, Poletti is friends with both 
gay men. She’s also friends with the bar¬ 
tender and everyone else in the club. 


Matlock’s producers aren’t stupid. They 
must have asked themselves who better 
than DeLaria to lead the old-fashioned 
attorney through this gay netherworld. 

But the real question concerns 
DeLaria’s future: Is this Matlock gig a 
one-shot deal, or will Detective Pat 
Poletti become a recurring character? 
Could queerdom’s most brazen lesbian 
comic become TV’s next Columbo? Stay 
tuned to these pages for an answer. 

The ‘Priscilla’ Curse 

At the same time DeLaria was swag¬ 
gering across the screen on ABC, Fox’s 
new detective series New York 
Undercover was fitting its own streetwise 
cops into dresses in order to solve a series 
of drag queen killings. Talk about syn- 
chronicity. What does it all mean? For 
two network shows - airing at the same 
time - to deal with gay-related themes 
must mean queers have either arrived at 
some new watershed or we’ve become 
the Flavor of the Month. 

Actors Michael DeLorenzo and Malik 
Yoba play the show’s way-straight cops 
who assume (probably just for one 
episode) the roles of queen-neophytes 
Venus and Fantasia. The story centers on 
a downtown drag club. Joe Morton 
(Brother from Another Planet ) plays the 
club’s cross-dressing owner. Kudos to him 
for turning in such a well-etched perfor¬ 
mance. At once complex and intelligent, 
he’s never just an over-the-top snap diva. 

The program’s only false step is its 
cross-dressing psycho (Xander 
Berkeley), the one who commits the mur¬ 
ders. Apparently abused from childhood, 
this character is a twisted soul who final¬ 
ly jumps to his death off a New York 
rooftop, like the unhappy transvestite on 
NBC’s ER a few weeks ago. Are these 
suicide queens a trend in the making? If 
so, should they be stopped? 

Perhaps the answer to that question is 
both yes and no. After all, keeping one 


foot in the psycho bin might be the only 
way to prevent popular culture from com¬ 
pletely co-opting drag. Which we don’t 
want because at the rate we’re going 
Newt Gingrich will be dressing up as 
Eleanor Roosevelt come Halloween. 

Undoubtedly, all this drag on TV just 
begs the question. Are drag queens the 
hippies of the ’90s, meaning that 20 years 
from now drag will be as passe as tie-dye 
shirts and platform shoes? (Imagine some 
kid saying to his gay dad in the year 2010, 
“Gosh pop, drag is so ’90s.”) 

Of course, drag’s final death knell will 
sound when some smarmy TV producer

described as the soundtrack to someone’s night¬ 
mares, Galas is seen by some as an interesting but 
“difficult” artist to embrace. Admittedly, hers is 
not the most user-friendly music in the world. So 
when I heard that she had teamed up with former 
Led Zeppelin bassist John Paul Jones to record an 
album. The Sporting Life, I was skeptical. Her 
free-form experimentation coupled with his 
dinosaur rock didn’t seem like a good mix. 

Boy was I wrong. It works remarkably well - 
better frankly than anything Galas has ever done. 
Her shrill three-octave voice is the perfect com¬ 
plement to Jones’ overblown hard-rock drama. 

Their show last week at the Fillmore was nothing 
less than riveting. Jones (who’s been keeping busy 
doing film soundtracks and producing albums for the 
likes of the Butthole Surfers) and drummer Denny 
Fongheiser kept things dark and heavy, giving Galas 
the musical bombast to scream along to. Robert Plant 
wishes he could sing with such passion, but ’fraid not. 

On such songs as “Baby’s Insane” and 
“Skotoseme,” Galas raged into the microphone, 
spinning twisted tales of revenge fantasies and 
what she calls “homicidal love songs.” At other 
times, things got a bit bluesy as Galas sat behind a 
Hammond organ and, believe it or not, sang. 

The mostly urban-hipster crowd was deeply 
into it, especially a group of crazy dykes near the 
front. Every time Galas let loose one of her long, 
trademark shrieks, they would scream along with 
her. It was scary but in a rather beautiful way. 

One can only hope that Galas continues this 
potent collaboration. I rather like her as a power¬ 
ful, screaming rock goddess. 

Four-part harmony 

Despite this article’s title, the four women of 
Jale don’t exactly scream. In fact, their voices har¬ 
monize beautifully - definitely the band’s 
strongest asset. In prototypical do-it-yourself fash¬ 
ion, Jale began as part-joke, part-brilliant idea. In 
art school, the women all decided to be in a band. 
After deciding who would get to play what, they 
then began learning their instruments. 

And Jale learned fast. Last year they were signed 
by Seattle’s prestigious indie label. Sub Pop, and 
their debut album. Dream Cake, has just been 
released. 

This 12-track, 36-minute gem is a refreshing 
burst of rock-and-roll exuberance. Eve Hartling and 
Jennifer Pierce jangle their guitars but are also prone 
to use their distortion pedals. Bassist Laura Stein 
and drummer Alyson MacLeod keep the rhythm 


going. 

With a sound reminiscent of Belly, Throwing 
Muses and the Blake Babies, it should come as no 
surprise that this group is from the Northeast as 
well. It’s just that Jale is a bit further north and east 
than their counterparts, hailing from what the music 
press is hyping as “the next Seattle,” Halifax, Nova 
Scotia. 

However, don’t let that fool you. Though there 
are a few “grungy” underpinnings to Jale, its mem¬ 
bers have a lot more to offer than mere scene-mon- 
gering. 

Though their voices were in top form, the band 
looked a little unsure of themselves when they first 
took the stage last week at the Bottom of the Hill, 
where they opened for labelmates Velocity Girl. 
With uneasy smiles on their faces, it took them a few 
songs to warm up, but once they got going, their per¬ 
formance turned from lackluster to inspired, ending 
with the jubilant dream-pop of “Promise.” 

Apt acronym 

Following Jale’s set was Britain’s latest flavor- 
of-the-month, Echobelly. On their debut album, 
Everyone’s Got One, the band comes off as sort of 
an updated Blondie for the ’90s, with a few 
Morrissey and Smiths influences thrown in. 
Charismatic lead singer Sonya Aurora Madan 
writes intelligent lyrics dealing with feminism and 
self-confidence, and I’m certain it’s no coinci¬ 
dence that the album’s acronym is “ego.” 

Much like their record, Echobelly’s set was 
filled with memorable hooks and catchy melodies. 
Rumored dyke Debbie Smith thrashes around on 
lead guitar with reckless abandon, commanding 
her instrument with self-assured cockiness. Three 
cute boys round out the rest of the band’s sound. 

Highlights of Echobelly’s set included the anti¬ 
marriage “Father Ruler King Computer,” where 
Sonya sings in her clear, shining voice: “I am 
whole all by myself, I don’t need nobody else.” “I 
Can’t Imagine the World Without Me” was also a 
big hit with the adoring crowd, which seemed 
composed of every Anglophile in San Francisco. 

Total wild women 

Getting back to that screaming women thing, 
LA hard-rockers L7 play a pair of shows at Slim’s 
this coming Monday and Tuesday. Although their 
latest album. Hungry for Stink, didn’t slam me as 
hard as its predecessor. Bricks Are Heavy, it’s still 
laden with enough chops and attitude to keep 
things interesting. These four grungy punks are 
also total wild women in concert and always 
attract a loyal San Francisco dyke following. So 
bring your earplugs and your sturdiest pair of Doc 
Marten’s, and I’ll see you in the mosh pit.

aniel Torres, professional fitness 
trainer and hard body, stars in 
the new workout video Body 
and Soul - The Complete Workout. The 
South-American bom Torres now lives in 
LA, of course, and his physique is of that 
perfect, buffed, hairless type that has 
become a ’90s cliche. Lovingly pho¬ 
tographed in this one-hour workout 
video, Torres manages to communicate 
some valuable and practical advice 
regarding physical fitness in spite of the 
basic Harlequin novel visuals provided 
by Cleopatra Productions. 

The first 15 minutes of the video are 
devoted to Torres waking up in the morn¬ 
ing; he demonstrates stretching exercises 
beneath the sheets. Great buns shots are 
followed by a long, soapy shower scene 
with lots of body close-ups before we 
move on to breakfast. 

The general approach of director Guy 
W. Clearly might best be described as 
Soloflex-infomercial-meets-Playboy 
Channel. Throughout the video, there’s 
lots of slow motion, sepia-toned photog¬ 
raphy, soft focus, and oiled bodies. But 
just when you’re about to hit the eject 
button, Torres and his voice-over narra¬ 
tion take you to Day One of his three-day 
workout program. 

Once he gets into the gym, you learn 
that Torres really does know what he’s 
talking about. He offers three different 
workout routines that are well-planned. 


clearly described and nicely demonstrat¬ 
ed by several buffed, shirtless models of 
the peculiar LA variety that works out in 
hot pants. The video includes nutritional 
guidance, grooming tips, and good 
advice regarding breathing techniques 
during a workout. Torres wisely recom¬ 
mends complementing any weight-lifting 
program with an aerobic workout as 
well. He is absolutely correct when he 
advises that the best way to transform 
your body is to adopt a weekly program 
that includes three days of aerobic activ¬ 
ity, three days of weight-lifting, and par¬ 
ticular attention to diet. 

The Soul aspects of this video get 
rather short shrift, probably because 
they’re not quite as camera-ready as the 
embarrassment of physical riches that 
has been assembled. Torres emphasizes 
that the ideal workout combines attention 
to both the physical and spiritual aspects 
of the individual, but besides a brief sec¬ 
tion devoted to massage, the spiritual 
side is pretty much ignored. There are all 
sorts of slow camera pans over sweaty, 
semi-nude bodies but not a single shot 
devoted to meditation or other spiritual 
pursuits. The actual workout routines are 
the kind of thing you would pay a per¬ 
sonal trainer a great deal of money to 
learn, but implementing them might be 
difficult for those who don’t have a com¬ 
plete home gym equipped with a video 
screen you can watch while working out. 

One of the most important points of 
the video is made in the beginning, when 
Torres explains that we can all have the 
body we want as long as we are willing 
to make the long-term commitment to 
create it. This is absolutely true. T

Remember Dusty Springfield, ABBA? 

More Glamorous Sounds

I received such an enthusias¬ 
tic response to last week’s 
“Sounds of Glamour” article 
that I thought I’d use up more 
precious space this week trum¬ 
peting wonderful names from 
the past. The two albums below 
would make great Xmas gifts 
for those hard-to-buy-for nostal¬ 
gia buffs. 

Dusty Springfield 
“The Legend of Dusty 
Springfield” 

Philips, four compact 
discs, British import 

In a nutshell. Dusty 
Springfield is the best female 
singer England ever produced. 
Known in the States for her ’60s 
hits “I Only Want To Be With 
You” and “You Don’t Have To 
Say You Love Me,” she is a 
queer mega-icon overseas, 
loved as much for her beehive 
hairdos as for her soulful pipes 
and soap-opera life. (Writer 
Lucy O’Brien outed Dusty in 
her 1989 biography of the 
singer). Dusty is an extremely 
versatile vocalist, equally com¬ 
fortable with dramatic ballads, 
mod hipshakers, backwoods 
soul and techno-laden disco. 
Her emotionally-drenched 
delivery thrills in any setting. 


The four CDs in this collec¬ 
tion are thematically arranged. 
“Hits and Bits” includes all of 
her successful singles, including 
1968’s “Son of a Preacher 
Man.” “The Look of Love” 
showcases Dusty at her best, 
singing sad love songs over 
melodramatic orchestration. 
“Downright Dusty” leans to the 
soul side, while “Pearls and 
Rarities” includes a few previ¬ 
ously unreleased tracks, rare 
foreign language versions, and a 
homemade 1953 recording. The 
stodgy design of the CD pack¬ 
age and the tiny black-and- 
white booklet don’t do Dusty 
justice, but this is the most 
thoughtfully-arranged of all the 
Dusty compilations currently 
circulating. 

ABBA 

“Thank You For the 
Music” 

Polydor, four compact 
discs, British import 

Swedish pop supergroup 
ABBA broke up in 1982, yet 
their legacy lives on (and on and 
on). ABBA is aural bliss, where 
pop music transcends and 
assumes a universal appeal gen¬ 
erally associated with the clas¬ 
sics. Throw in a bit of ’70s retro 
kitsch and an extraordinary diva 
quotient and you’ve got queer 



perfection. 

The first three CDs of this set 
include every single ABBA 
released during their ten-year 
career, along with non-album B- 
Sides and choice album cuts. 
The fourth CD includes previ¬ 
ously unreleased tracks, rare 
early songs, odd foreign lan¬ 
guage versions, and a long 
“ABBA Undeleted” medley of 
studio chatter and various unfin¬ 
ished numbers. The previously 
unreleased “Put On Your White 
Sombrero” “Dreamworld” and 
“Rikky Rock ’n’ Roller” are 
strong, addictive, joyful tunes. 
“Just Like That,” a smooth, rich, 
saxophone-coated confection 
from 1982, is glorious. The col¬ 
orful booklet, which is full of 
unusual photographs (including 
a visual essay on ABBA fash¬ 
ions) and extensive liner notes, 
comes wrapped in a smartly 
designed package.

The Best of Romanovsky & Phillips 

Melodic Surprise

I t’s 9:30 a.m. in Summerville, a small 
town outside Charleston, South 
Carolina. The 
house is 
packed with 
exhausted 
Christian het- 
erosexuals 
recovering 
from a night of 
dancing. 

They’re stum¬ 
bling about, 
readying them¬ 
selves for a wed¬ 
ding. Quietly I’ve 
slipped the new 
CD Brave Boys: 

The Best & More of 
Romanovsky & 

Phillips on the play¬ 
er. Now, without 
them realizing it, 
they’re bopping to the 
song “Ho Ho Homophobia”: 

“// happens every day 
No matter what they say 
It’s just because you're gay 
Homophobia ” 

A few minutes later they’re singing 
along with “Don’t Use Your Penis (For a 
Brain)”: 

“Don 7 use your penis for a brain 
Hard as it maybe you really must 
refrain 

’Cause it’s just a manly treasure 
So don’t try to use your penis for a 
brain.’’ 

Then these ex-Marines and sailors are 
guffawing to “Give Me A Homosexual”: 

“Give me a homosexual 
One who’s perfected his oral tech¬ 
nique 

I like a man who’s had practice 
Give me a guy who is fluent in 
Greek!’’ 

Sadly, my straight friends appear to 
know as much about Romanovsky & 
Phillips as my gay friends, or, in other 


words, nothing at all. But, despite 

R&P’s lack of international renown, 
this singing duo, 
which describes 
itself as “more butch 
than Pauly Shore, 
more femme than 
Paula Pound- 
stone,” has per¬ 
formed together 
for 15 years and 
produced four 
records that 
have sold more 
than 65,000 
copies. 

Music was¬ 
n’t their first 
gig. In fact, 
when they 
first teamed 
up, back in 
’82, they 
were a comedy team doing 
stand-up at the now-defunct Valencia 
Rose. When they turned to music, the 
early reviews were great. Some even 
called them the “Gay Simon and 
Garfunkel.” 

Why this twosome is not more popular 
probably has something to do with our 
gay aversion to items not embraced by 
the establishment. Many would deny that 
such an aversion exists, but shortly before 
he died, Vito Russo asked an audience of 
homosexuals if they’d seen Longtime 
Companion. Only a few hands went up. 
But when he asked how many had seen 
the latest Schwarzenegger flick, nearly 
half the audience raised its hands. 
Happily, our patterns of behavior are 
changing, but not quite fast enough. I 
mean how many of us read books by gay 
or lesbian authors? And no, Danielle 
Steele isn’t a lesbian. 

As for this “best of’ LP, its 18 songs 
are a joyous collection of tunes that freely 
cross genres with a kind of wild abandon, 
from polkas to tangos to rock to ballads. 
Some-times a voice is slightly flat or an 
arrangement underdone, but more often 
than not your ears are hit with a cle-ver, 
melodic surprise. John Bucchino’s musi¬ 
cal accompaniment is great. Especially 
lovely is the anthem “No False Hope” 
with back up vocals by Holly Near, 
Phranc and Alix Dobkin. T

New from New Victoria 

Fires of Aggar by Chris Anne Wolfe; New 
Victoria, $10.95 


Here’s a gift to while away those long wet winter days - 
the sequel to Chris Anne Wolfe’s science fiction/fantasy 
Shadows of Aggar - and let me assure you that Fires of 
Aggar is a worthy successor. Generations have passed since 
the action of the first novel, and the situation on Aggar is 
dire. Arms escalations, betrayal, wars, all combine to threat¬ 
en Aggar’s pastoral existence. Into the looming disaster 
comes a Royal Marshal, Gwyn, with her fellow Amazons 
and a pair of sandwolves, to save the day. And some 280 
pages later, after a series of fascinating adventures, they do 
just that. 

Wolfe does a fine job of creating a credible other world; 
her characters are richly detailed and filled with life. You 
don’t need to have read the first novel to enjoy the sequel (it 
stands quite well on its own), but you’ll want to for the sheer 
pleasure of so fine a reading experience. Fires of Aggar is a 
compelling read, one that will transport you to a fantastic 
world. ▼
